LONDON, Nov. 13.--Official circles in 
St. Petersburg, say The Times's Russian 
correspondents, admit that 
leading to the occupation of Port Arthur 
and Manchuria has been mistaken, and 
that there are no prospects that its re- 
sults will compensate for the vast ex- 
penditure of money and blood entailed.

Service to be Inaugurated on Nov. 28 
with Volunteer Fleet Vessets.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—A_ telegram from 
Moscow to The Times says the opening 
of the new Russian steamship line to 
America is fixed for Nov. 28. Cargo has 
been booked from South Russian ports, 
and a satisfactory complement of emi- 
grants has been secured at Naples. It 
is stated that the terms made with the 
Italian emigration authorities are very 
satisfactory. 

The ships will maintain a minimum 
speed of fourteen knots. The service 
will be inaugurated by Volunteer Fleet 
vessels. 

This is the first long-distance Russian 
steamship line, except that between Rus- 
sian ports and the Far East. 


THE CZAR’S HUMANITARIANISM. 


Gen. Dragomiroff Dismissed by the Em- 
peror Because of the Slaughter of 
Rioters at Kieff. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 12.—Gen. Dragomiroff, 
the retired Governor General of Kieff, has 
left for his estates, the Czar having no 
further use for his services. 

The circumstances of the summary dis- 
missal of Gen. Dragomiroff have just 
leaked out. They strikingly illustrate the 
humanitarian ideas of the Russian ruler. 
Dragomiroff, who enjoyed unbounded favor 
at Court and was the most popular man 
in the army, lost favor and his office be- 
cause he did not show moderation in quell- 
ing the ecent strike riots at Kieff, which 
practicaily involved all the working people 
of the town. Hearing that the strikers 
might cause a repetition of the Kishineff 
scenes, Dragomiroff called out the artillery 
and caused a wholesale slaughter of the 
rioters. It is said that several hundred of 
them were killed. 

When the Czar heard the facts, he at once 
dismissed Dragomiroff, with the words: 

“JT cannot have that man at Kieff any 
longer. His hands are stained w..n human 
biood.”’

Reports that there would be further meet- 
ings of steel pools in New York were dis- 
credited by those local officials, who very 
pointedly said that if such conferences were 
themselves would be in New York, 
and not.in Pittsburg, at this time. 

New business coming in is booked at a 
close figure, especially with billets at the 
new price of $23 a ton, and the manufac- 
turers realize that the present wage rate 
is too high. 

Wage reduction is unquestionably a mat- 
ter that has to faced The reduction, 
which so far as known has not been fully 
decided upon,

payroll, 

It was @&plained that the reduction of 10 
per cent. does not mean a flat slicing off of 
10 per cent. the daily wages of the em- 
ploye of a manufacturing concern. A 
straight reduction of 10 per cent. on the 
payroll of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion would necessitate a cutting out of 
$12,000,000, The day laborer will not be af- 
fected, but every tonnage man will be. 

The effect on the tonnage man, however, 
will not be in decreasing his earning power, 
but rather by increasing his tonnage 
pacity with improved machinery, 
will enable him to turn out an Increased 
amount of finished steel at a less rate per 
ton, the total being practically the same as 
he has always made. Citing an ingjance 
for illustration this point, 
said: 

‘A tonnage man,:- we'll say, is running 
out 100 tons of steel a day. We inerease 
the efficiency of his iQ], move it a little 
faster and enable hifm withrpractically the 
same effort to turn Out*TIO tons of steel, 
for which we pay him 10 per eent. less per 
ton, but in the total he will get as much 
for the 110 tons as he had been getting for 
the 100 tons before. He 
wages and we get the steel for less cost 
We can then sell it for less cost and 
business satisfactorily.’

DR. ANDREWS ON RACE SUICIDE. 


Tells Delta Upsilon Convention Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's Utterances Have 
Wrought Incaliculable Evil. 


In-an address which he delivered to three 
hundred@ of his fraters in Delta’ Upsilon in 
the Madison Square Garden Concert Hall 
yesterday Dr. E. Benjamin Andrews, Chan- 
cellor of the University of Nebraska and 
formerly President of Brown, said that 
President Roosevelt's recent utterances on 
“race guicide’’ had wrought incalculable 
evil among the poor and thoughtless. The 
fraternity men whom he addressed were 
delegates and visitors from thirty-five uni- 
versities and colleges in the United States 
and Canada who are in New York for the 
sixty-ninth annual convention of their 
society. 

Dr. Andrews’s address’ dealt mainly with 
the certain obscuration of real cuiture, 
which he declared at the present moment is 
observable in the United States. He said 
that the United States cannot to-day so 
well as formerly face the criterion of Low- 
ell when he said that the measure of a na- 
tion’s success is the amount it has ccn- 
tributed.to the truth, the moral energy, und 
intellectual happiness, the spiritual hope 
and consolation of mankind. 

‘‘Mark the cold greed and rapacity with 
which business is carried on,’’ said Dr. 
Andrews. ‘‘ Mercantile honor ig not un- 
known, but it is relatively rarer than 
heretofore. Promoting deals, stock mani- 
pulations, market rigging, in intent and 
in effect every whit as bad as highway 
robbery, oceur daily, evoking no. protest 
save the bleating of shorn lambs.”

COLON, Nov. 12.—The Royal Mail steams 
er Orinoco arrived here this” morning 
bringing news of Gen. Torres and the 
Colombian troops she took from here after 
the proclamation. of the Republic of 
Panama. The soldiers behaved well on the 
voyage. 

On the arrival of Gen. Torres and his 
troops at Cartagena the news of events 
the Isthmus quickly spread, Gen. 


Torres and his officers were threatened 
with arrest as traitors, but the threat was 
not put into effect. 

The populace, greatly excited, soon 
crowded the streets, crying ‘“ Down with 
the Americans.” United States Consul 
Ingersoll, fearing violence, remained shut 
up in the consulate. 

The Barranquilla authorities had in- 
tended sending 300 Colombian troops by the 
Orinoco to Cartagena, but; learning that 
the vessel had debarked’ Gen. Totres and 
his men there, decided to keep the troops 
at Barranquilla. 

The excitement at Barranquilla increased 
with the spread of the news of the séces- 
sion of the Isthmus, which was supple- 
mented by exaggerated accounts of the 
part played by the United States.. Pana-. 
ma’s declaration of independence was read 
from a newspaper by the Prefect to a 
crowd assembled in the Plaza, and was 
greeted by furious outcries and shouts of 
‘Death to the Panamanians ”! and “ Death 
to the Americans !” 

The. Prefect foMowed the reading by a 
speech, in which he declared that. the 
Colombian Government would never per- 
mit the secession of the Isthmus and 
would win back the lost territory at any 
cost. The crowd in the Plaza indulged in 
many extravagant threats, impossible of 
execution, 

United States Vice Consul Lovelace was 
sitting on a balcony of his house at Bar- 
ranquilla when several stones were thrown - 
at/ him. He retired indoors and. was not 
further molested by the Colombians, 

The people of Barranquilla seem to have 
been swept off their balance by the sud- 
dennese and seriousness of the news. Rev- 
olutionary talk began immediately, and 
threats were made against the Congress- 
men respgnsible for the non-ratification of 
the Hédy-Herran Canal Treaty. 

Fears are entertained for the safety of 
Americans in Colombia and of the possi- 
bility of the anger of the populace being 
vented against foreigners generally.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The only ca- 
Dlegram that has been received at the 
State Department during the past twenty- 
four hours from the Isthmus of Panama

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CAR RIOTS IN CHICAGO 


Three Thousand Employes of Sur- 
face Roads Start a Strike. 


Assaults Made on Raw Crews and Win- 
dows Smashed—Several Persons 
injured—Strikers’ Demands. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Constant scenes of 
disorder over a district approximately fifty 
Square miles in extent resulted to-day from 
a strike by the employes of one of the two 
principal surface street railway companies 
in Chicago. All along the lines wherever 
cars were started strike sympathizers made 
desperate onslaughts on the crews, begin- 
ning at dawn of day and continuing as long 
as cars remained on the tracks. The tie- 
up was made complete. 

A number of cars were wrecked, and that 
no person was killed is no fault of the riot- 
ers. One man had his back broken, and the 
first shot of the strike was fired at Went- 
worth Avenue and West Sixty-ninth Street, 
where a mob of several hundred persons 
tried to hold up a train. 

Many persons, chiefly non-union street- 
car men, were injured by flying stones or 
splintered glass. Two women were among 
those hurt. 


Excepting a few dozen passengers who 
had to flee from the cars, the three hundred 
thousand daily patrons of the company 
were forced to all, sorts of other methods 
in order to get down town and back. 

With faces and hands bleeding from the 
attacks. of the strikers, motormen, grip- 
men, and conductors who tried to run trains 
returned to the barns and refused to go out 
again unless the trains bore platoons of 
police or patrol wagons were alongside. 

The police confined their efforts to seeing 
that the passage of cars from thé barns 
Was unobstructed and that crowds and 
blockades in the streets were quickly 
cleared. This was done under orders from 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison, whose an- 
nounced purpose was to preserve an impar- 
tial attitude, taking sides neither for nor 
against the strikers or the street car c»m- 
pany, which, though known as the Chicago 
City Railway, is a private corporation, the 
lines of which extend through the south 
side of the city, radiating from the business 
centre. 

A cable train was derailed at Forty-sev- 
enth Street on the Cottage Grove Avenue 
line by a crowd of strike sympathizers. A 
horseshoe was wedged in the cable slot 
and brought the train to a standstill. The 
gripman was injured by the shock and was 
removed to a drug store. A physician called 
to attend him is said to have inquired if he 
had a union button. On receiving a nega- 
tive reply he said: 

“Take him to the barns; They will at- 
tend to him there,’ and refused to examine 
the gripman’s injuries. 

The first passenger car on the Wentworth 
Avenue line carried two women. Strikers 
Say that the women were put there by the 
street car company to test the attitude of 
the union toward passengers. 

Officials of the union, fearing interference 
with the operation of the United States 
mail service would result in calling in of 
troops from Fort Sheridan to protect the 


cars, instructed motormen on mail cars to 
report for duty as usual. 

Union men who reported at the various 
barns to take out the mail cars were told 
by the barn bosses, it is said, that they 
must take off their union buttons if they 
intended to work. This a number of the 
men refused to do. 

The railway company refused the serv. 
ices of a union crew for a mail car sent 
out on Sixty-third Street. The union crew 
reported for work, and were told by the 
barn boss that they were not needed. he 
car was manned by a non-union crew, 
and the strikers said that the company had 
played one of its strongest cards for Fed- 
eral interference. 

At the barn at Thirty-ninth and State 
Streets the strikers distributed buttons to 
would-be passengers bearing a picture of 
a street car and the legend: 

** Stand for principle. I will walk.” 

The worst disorder of the early hours was 
at Clark and Van Buren Streets, where two 
Wentworth Avemue trains, followed by mail 
cars, were blockaded. On the rear passen- 
ger train @ man believed to be ‘ Boss” 
Farrell, the strike breaker, rode beside the 
motorman, flourishing a revolver. A brick 
thrown struck the arm holding the weapon, 
but did not disable It. 

The crowd yelled: “‘ Just like St. Louis! ”’ 

A crowd of 200 or more, mostly boys, 
stopped a north-bound Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue cable train between Forty-seventh and 
Forty-eighth Streets by blocking the cable 
slot. Bricks and stones were hurled at the 
members of the crew, and William Watson, 
the gripman, and H. S. Norton, the con- 
ductor, were injured. A riot call was sent 
in, but the crowd dispersed before the ar- 
rival of the police. 

Derogatory remarks regarding the union 
by an armed non-union employe of the 
company caused a riot at Thirty-sixth and 
State Streets to-night. The man was 
chased into the engine house nearby and 
before the police could reach the spot a 
mob of 2,000 persons surrounded the place 
howling for the life of the refugee. A 
squad of policemen after great difficulty 
finally quelled the disturbance and removed 
the man to a place of safety. 

Before nightfall President D. G. Hamil- 
ton and General Counsel Bliss of the rail- 
way company announced after a conference 
with Mayor Harrison that the attempt to 
run cars would be abandoned for the day. 
The railway officials declare that 30 per 
cent. of their employes are loyal and that 
if accorded sufficient protection by the 
Police Department they will be able to man 
and operate their cars. y 

According to statements by the officials 
to-night as many trains as can be manned 
by non-union crews will be pressed in ser- 
vice for the early morning rush. Each 
train will carry half a dozen policemen as 
a bodyguard to protect the crews from the 
violence of strike sympathizers. 

As a result of the tie-up of the surface 
lines the elevated and steam roads travers- 
jing the stfike-bound district were taxed to 
their utmost capacity. Train service on all 
lines was doubled and eyery effort made 
to accommodate the thousands of addition- 
al passengers. Meanwhile ‘bus lines, hacks, 
and express wagons with improvised seats 
dia a thriving business in transporting peo- 
ple to and from their places of business. 

Developments regarding the attitude of 
the municipal administration hin e largely 
upon a new official, Herman F. Schuettler, 
who to-day, under appointment from the 
Mayor, assumed the duties of Assistant 
Chief of Police. Schuettler will be in diréct 
charge of police arrangements during the 
cortest. Schuettler is the man who tracked 
and arrested Anarchist Louis Lingg after 
the liaymarket riot. He is an athlete, 6 
feet 4 inches in height, and has a remark- 
able record for personal daring and astute- 

ess, . 
The demands of the men in detail and 
the position taken by the company regard- 
ing them are subjoined: 

Twenty-eight cents an hour on electric 
cars, $2.80 a day on cable trains, with time 
and a half for overtime. The company says 
the increase is not possible, as an advance 
was given a year ago and business does 
not warrant a further advance. 

A workday of not more than eleven hours 
nor less than ten. This was refused, on

Arbitration—The company accepted con- 
ditionally. :

PEOPLE’S INTERZSTS MORE 
THAN LABOR OR CAPITAL. 
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Proposition Advanced by John Mitchell 
at Federation of Labor Convention. 


BOSTON, Nov. 12.—At the dinner of the 
Eeonomic Club to-night the topic was “‘ The 
New Forms of. Arbitration Between Or- 
ganizations of Employers and Trades 
Unions,’ and the principal speakers were 
John Mitchell. President of the United Mine 
Workers of America; John Graham Brooks, 
the writer on econemic subjects, and Presi- 
dent John F. Tobin of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union. 

The remarks of Mr. Mitchell, who was 
given a warm greeting, were largely an 
elaboration of the proposition which he laid 
down in his opening remarks, that although 
each side to the controversy between capital 
and labor had its rights and obligations, yet 
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it must be remembered that higher than the 
interests of either were the interests of the 
great American people. 

He expressed the belief that the conflict 
between labor and capital was not irrecon- 
clable, He had no panacea, and he did not 
want either the labor unions or the em- 
ployers to surrender, but he maintained 


that the great catises of strikes must..be. 


eliminated beforé the strikes themselves 
would cease. e 

Referring to the great anthracite coal 
strike, Mr. Mitchell stated that the rela- 
tions between the miners and employers 
were better than ever before, and that hu 
felt confident that upon the expiration of 
the period of award, (two and a halt 
years,) the railroad Presidents still would 
agree to adopt the ideas and policies in-

BOSTON, Novy. 12.—President Roosevelt's 
name and his action in the so-called Miller 
open shop case were brought before the 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor to-day, when several delegates crit- 
icised his decision not to act againgt non- 
union labor in Federal employment. 

The question came before the convention 
from the Committee on Resolutions in the 
way of a report that a resolution on the 
*‘open shop ’”’ issue be referred to the com- 
mitteee of the Executive Council. The 
substance of the resolution was that the 
“open shop,” whether under private or 
Government control, ‘‘ cannot be recognized 
by organized labor.” 

Delegate J. M. Barnes

The convention then adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 


BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE TALK. 


After Futile Conference Threaten to Tie 
Up Work on Fuller Company Con- 
tracts in Other Cities. 


The Executive Committee of the bricklay- 
ers’ unions, which has ordered the strikes 
on all the contracts of the George A. Fuller 
Company because the fireproofing on the 
Mercantile Building is sublet and is not 
being done by bricklayers, threaten to ex- 
tend the strike to all the Fuller contracts 
in other cities. A sub-committee of two 
members of the Executive Committee had a 
conference at the offices of the company 
in the Flatiron Building yesterday with 
President 8. P. McConnell, but no agree- 
ment was reached, 

According to President 
contract with the National Fireproofing 
Company, which employs its own men to 
install the fireproofing, was made at a time 
when the bricklayers with other trades 
were locked out by the employers before 
their unions’ signed the arbitration agree- 
ment. 

‘I don’t think the strike will last long— 
not more than thirty days at the most, 
declared McConnell. He, however, admit- 
ted that the work on all the Fuller con- 
tracts was up tight as far as the bricklay- 
ers were concerned, 

In reference to a report that the Fuller 
Company had belonged to the Mason Build- 
ers’ Association, but had been suspended 
because of failure to pay a fine of & for 
violating one of its rules, he said: 

‘It ls some years ago since we got out 
of the association. We did not like one of 
the rules which we would not stand for.” 

A number of buildings were still crip- 
pled by the strike of the housesmiths yes- 
terday. At the headquarters of the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, how- 
ever, it was stated that more of the strik- 
ing housesmiths had gone back to work on 
buildings where members of the Iron 
League had contracts.

firm. It was further said by the arrest- 
{ng officer that she was alleged to have 
obtained goods for larger amounts from 
other stores through representing herself 
as Maude Wise, the daughter of Dr. P. M. 
Wise of 40 Neptune Park, New Rochelle, 
The girl when arraigned before the Mag- 
istrate was dazed and seemingly at an utter 
loss as to why she was there. Dr. Wise, 
who was in court as a witness against her, 
said she had been a friend of his daughter, 
whem she had visited in October at his 
home in New Rochelle. Some time after 
her visit he found startling increases in the 
bills at various houses where his family 
had credit and had complained that there 
must be something wrong with the book- 
keeping. The bills were on his daughter's 


account for amounts so large that she 
could not have charged them without first 
gaining the permission cf her parents, 

Larkin was put on the case, and found 
several young women in one of the stores 
who remembered and described the girl. 
These descriptions did not tally with that 
of Miss Wise, but seemed to exactly por- 
tray Miss Reynolds. The officer took one 
of the saleswomen to the home of Miss 
Reynolds, 128 West Eighty-second Street, 
but she could not identify the girl.  Ac- 
cording to Larkin, he waited outside of the 
house until Miss Reynolds came out, when 
he directly accused her of having obtained 

oods by misrepresenting herself as Miss 

Vise. He said that the girl had acknow!l- 
edged at once that she had done so, and 
had described to him the articles she had 
had charged to the name of her friend. He 
said that‘she had told him that she had 
obtained laces and other things for a visit 
which she intended to make. 

When the Magistrate asked the girl what 
she had to say for herself she asked Dr. 
Wise what she should answer, and when he 
did not reply she asked the Magistrate in a 
dazed way what she should say, and then 
remarked:

Backer Counting Gain of Seven “Books” 
When Surprised. 


ON POLICY GAME. 


While George Smith was sitting in his 
room, in a rear tenement at 177 East Hous- 
ton Street, yesterday/ afternoon, and was 
said to be counting gains as indicated by 
seven policy books turned in to him by 
as many runners earlier in the day, Super- 
intendent Richard H. Burke and several 
agents of the Anti-Policy Society, accom- 
panied by six policemen from Headquar- 
ters, broke open the door and arrested 
him. An examination of the books was 
sald to show receipts for the day of $297, 
whilé the “ hits,” or winnings, of players 
amounted to $15. Smith was taken to the 
Eldridge Street Police Station. 

Yesterday morning search warrants were 
issued by Justice Julius M. Mayer in the 
Court of Special Sessions, and it was upon 
these that the raid was made. For about 
three weeks the Anti-Policy Society has 
been on the trail of some new “ backer" 
of the game of policy. It was learned that 
seventeen books were being run in the city 
—ten on the east side and seven on the west 
side. Raids on two or/three places two 
weeks ago put the east side books out of 
business. 

Since those raids detectives of the Anti- 
Policy Society have been shadowing the 
seven runners, who kept busy. Into and 
out of tenements and factories they fol- 
lowed the men, who sold chances, with the 
greatest caution. Finally they tracked the 


runners to the tenement house in East 
Houston Street, learned that the men were 
reporting there regularly, and, it is said, 
eventually ascertained the identity of the man 
Smith. Superintendent Burke says Smith's 
right name is John H, Jones, and that his 
home is at 2U7 East Fifth Street. The man 
told the police, however, that he was a 
painter, of 177 Kast Houston Street. He is 
forty-five years old. 

The runner who was first tracked to the 
headquarters was arrested later in the day 
at his home. It was said he had been 
“tipped off" in some way, and was pre- 
per ng to flee when the detectives got him, 
Je told the police that his name was Will- 
jain Anderson, that he was fifty-one years 
old, a clerk, and lived at Glen Cove, L. L., 
but the society has information that he is 
Philip Olmer, and that he has been arrest- 
ed before. 

Two more raids followed this arrest. At 
110 West Seventeenth Street, a carpenter 
shop kept by James Burke, a man named 
Thomas Allen and-said to be a runner for 
Smith, or Jones, was arrested. weorge 
Clark, said to be another runner for the 
same system, was arrested at 212 West 
Highteenth Street. 

mith, or Jones, it is believed by the 
Anti-Policy Society has been selling policy 
for several weeks in New York. That he 
appeared to have seventeen books and as 
many runners at work indicated that he 
was doing business on a large scale. 

Last evening Justice Mayer went to the 
Eldridgé Street Station and accepted bail 
{in the sum of $500 from both Smith and An- 
derson for their appearance in Special Ses- 
sions next Tuesday afternoon. 


CAPTAIN SLAIN ON HIS SHIP. 


Shot Bown in His Cabin on the Schooner 
Charles Buckley at Brooklyn—Po- 
lice. After ex-Cook. 


Capt. George Townsend, commanding the 
three-masted schooner Charles Buckley, 
from Barnegat, N. J., was murdered in the 
cabin of the ship at the foot of Prospect 
Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon by 
H,. Burness, formely employed as a cook 
aboard the ship. Four bullets were found 
in the Captain’s body—two in his left side, 
one in his neck, and one in his right arm. 
The murder is supposed to have been 
caused by a dispute over money the cook 
claimed was due him. 

About a month ago, when the schooner 
returned from sea, the cook refused to 
make another trip, asserting that he had 
been defrauded ‘of $10.. The Captain as- 
sured. him he wanted the claim settled 
fairly and asked the United States Commis- 
sioner to adjust the dispute, The ship then 
made a trip to Charleston, 8, C., and re- 
turned three days ago,

PICKPOCKETS IN A CRUSH. 


Diamond Pin Snatched in Early Evening 
Crowd on an Elevated Rail- 
way Station. 


Excitement ran high at the Ninth Avenue 
elevated station at Cortlandt Street shortly 
after 6 o'clock last evening, owing to a 
struggle between a gang of alleged pick- 
pockets and some passengers. 

The 6:15 express on ihe Ninth Avenue 
eleyated road had just puiled into the Cori- 
landt Street station last evening wher Louis 
Landsberg, President of the Landsberg 
Brothers Company, and his brother tried to 
board one of the cars for home. In the 
crush they were roughly pushed and jostled 
by a crowd of young men.

LOUIS J. ROTHSTEIN CONVICTED 


Garment Manufacturer Accused of Ob- 
taining Large Stock of Clothing on 
False Pretenses. 


Louis J. Rothstein, thirty-eight years ol, 
ef the firm of Rothstein & Schiffman, gar- 
ment manufacturers at 420 Broadway, was 
convicted before Judge Newburger in Part 
lV. of the Court of Genera) Sessions yester- 
day of grand larceny in the first degree. 
He was remanded a week for sentence. Mrs. 
Rothstein was outside of the courtroom, 
anda when the news of the conviction was 
brought to her she fainted. 

Rothstein was arrested on complaint of 
Otto A. Schreiber of Forstman & Co., cloth- 
ing brokers of 65 Worth Street. It was 
alleged that in October of last year Roth- 
stein went to Sehreiber ard told him he 
had an order from Marshall Field & Co. of 
Chicago for 6,000 garments and asked him 
to fill the order. Schreiber thereupon or- 
dered 24,000 yards of covert cloth at a cost 
of $40,000, and after part of the goods had 


been made up into garments the latter 
were sent to Rothstein. It is said that he 
failed to pay for them, saying that che 
Chicago firm had not settled with him. Iv- 
quiry was made in Chieago, and it was 
learned, it is said, that Marshall Field & Co. 
had not placed the order with Rothstein. It 
was said that Schreiber’s company lost 
about $28,000 through the deal. 


TO CURE A COLD IN ONE DAY

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HURT AT DOG POUND 


Explosion Scatters Dead Animals 
and Frees Live Ones. 


Asphyxiating Tank Blown Up, Whether 
by Phosphorescent Dog or Leaky 
Gas Pipe Not Known. 


Five persons were injured—one fatally 
likely—as the result of a gas explosion in 
an iron tank used for asphyxiating dogs 
and cats in the dog pound at the foot of 
East One Hundred and Second Street late 
yesterday afternoon, The explosion wreck2d 
the interior of the building, and let 150 
dogs and cats loose upon Harlem. But 
for Patrolman Baumbach of the East Cne 
Hundred and Fourth Street Station, who 
dragged several of the injured men from 
the wrecked building, they would all prob- 
ably have been asphyxiated. 

The dog pound, 100 féet long and 25 feet 
wide, backs on the river. On that side is 
the. asphyxiating room, where the tank is 
situated. The southern half of the build- 
ing is used for pens for the dogs and cats. 
The exploded tank is about 15 feet long, 6 
feet wide, and 6 feet high, with an iron door 
through which the animals are put into the 
tank. The top is—or was-—covered with 
glass windows, so that the attendants inay 
watch the asphyxiation process. 

Thomas Goodenough of 346 West Fif- 
teenth Street drives one of the wagons, and 
is head dog catcher, and Andrew Scho- 
field is his assistant. A number of dogs 
and cats had just been asphyxiated, and 


‘the men were about to unload the tank of 


its carcasses and fill it with more doomed 

animals. Charles Schoenfeld and Joseph 

Linck had just come into the building 

looking for dogs they had lost. Read, the 

Superintendent, was seated at his desk 

writing. 

Goodenough was just about to open the 
door of the tank when there came a ter- 
rific detonation. He was hurled, amid a 
shower of flying glass fragments, against 
the partition with great force, and a sheet 
of flame from the tank burned him as he 
sped. Along with Schofield went the 
partition. He reached the west wail first 
and the partition followed in time to pinion 
him there. Linck, Read, and Schofield 
were thrown to the floor near Goodenough. 

The gas pipes were wrenched by the ex- 
plosion and the tuilding began to fill with 
gas. There was a terrible howling and 
meowing among the cats «snd dogs in the 
pens; and it is thought, about 150 of them 
escaped. 

Policeman Baumbach, when he heard the 
explosion, rushed to the main door and 
opened it. As he did so he was nearly sti- 
fled by the gas, but he led Linck and Read 
out into the open air. Returning to the of- 
fice he found Schoenfeld fastened between 
the partition and the wall. Aided by Police- 
man Lynch, he got the man free with much 
difficulty. He was unconscious. Good- 
enough and Schofield were still in the tank 
room. ‘Though nearly overcome by the gas, 
they staggered back and succeeded in pull- 
ing the two men out, 

he cause of the explosion is a matter of 
speculation. Superintendent Read’s theory 
is that one of the dogs suffocated in the 
tank may have been washed with phos- 
vhorus: Schofield thinks there might pos- 
sibly have been a leak in one of the pipes 
leading into the tank.

THOMAS GOODENOUGH, forty-five, years old, 
346 West Fifteenth Street; scalp wound, cut 
over right eye, burned about face and hands, 
injured internally; taken to Harlem Hospital, 
and will probably die. 

CHARLES SCHOENFELD; twenty-five years 
old, 2,244 Third Avenue; cuts about face, 
hair singed, and internal injuries; to Har- 
lem Hospital. 

ANDREW SCHOFIELD, twenty-five years old, 
411 West Fiftieth Street; cuts about face and 
hands, mustache and hair singed off; attended 
and went home, 

JOSEPH LINCK, twenty-three years old, 2,000 
Thitd Avenue; slightly bruised; attended and 
went home, 

FRANK. READ, fifty years old, in charge of 
pound; slightly bruised, and went home.

CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY FUND. 


In Qbedience to Command of Pope, 
Cardinal Gibbons Issues an Appeal. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 12.—In_ con- 
formity with the wishes expressed by the 
Holy Father, Pius X., Cardinal Gibbons has 
ordered a collection for the Catholic Uni- 
versity to be taken up in all the churches 
of his archdiocese on the first Sunday of 
Advent, Nov. 29, 1908. It is believed that 
similar letters will be issued by the other 
Bishops of the United States to the faith- 
ful of their diocese. 

The Cardinal gave out a letter, which has 
been mailed to all the priests of the arch- 
diocese. In part it was as follows: 

At a meeting of the Archbishops in Washing- 
ton, not hany months ago, the decision was 
unanimously adopted to appzal to all the faith- 
ful in the United States onethe first Sunday of 
Advent, Noy. 29, 1903, for funds to carry on suc- 
cessfully the noble enterprise of higher education 
through the great university at Washington. 
Those Archbishops who were not present at that 
meeting heartily indorse the project of their 
fellow prelates. The wisdom of their action 
cannot De questioned. Men of large sxperience, 
keenly alive to the country’s needs, fully ap- 
reciating its progress in all other directions, 
hey felt comp:iied to urge equal advancement 
in the intellectual and religious development of 
both clergy and laity. The judgment of these 
men, who are the divinely appointed leaders of 
Christ’s flock, should and certainiy will be ac- 
cepted without demur by the faithful at large. 

But a more authoritative voice has spoken. 
The decision of the Archbishops has been ac- 
cepted, opproved. and emphasized by the decision 
of the oly See, His Holiness, Pius X., has 
written to me as chancellor of the university, 
and, through me, to all the Bishops of the 
United States, expressing his fullest sympathy 
with this contemplated movement, exhorting the 
faithful to respond generousiy to the appeal, and 
promising the apostolic benediction to all who 
co-operate in the larger and fuller endowment 
of this university, and who comprehends more 
fully than he the benefits which the Catholic 
Church must derive from a university well 
equipped and amply eridowed? 

Bhis is the first appeal of our Holy Father, 
Pius X., to us, his American children, to sup- 
port a work in which he manifests so much inter- 
est, Shall we not then justify his expectation 
to the full, and make this occasion memorable 
by our cordial and generous support?

ANNAPOLIS, Nov. 12.—Admiral George 
Dewey, accompanied by Mrs. Dewey and 
Commander Nathan Sergeant, U. S. N., ar- 
rived here to-day on the Dolphin.

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RACE PROBLEM INQUIRY 


National Sociological Society’s Ap- 
peal to Congress. 


Appointment of a Special Commission 
to Investigate the Condition of the» 
Colored People to be Asked. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The National 
Sociological Society to consider the race 
problem, which has been in session here 
sinée last Monday, and which has been 
attended by students of the problem from 
different parts of the country, closed its 
sefsions to-day by the adoption of a series 
of resolutions on the subject. 

One of the most important results of the 
meetings was the creation of a mixed spe- 
cial commission of six members, three from 
each face, to carry the plans and conclu- 
sions into effect, to lay the matter before 
Congress, to gather material, and to aid 
as a permanent body in the solution of the 
race. problem. The three white members 
of the commission selected are the Rev. 
Dr..Dean Richmond Babbitt, rector of the 
Church of the Epiphany of Brooklyn; the 
Rey. Dr. Mayo of Boston, and George C. 
Gorham of Washington. The colored mem- 
bers of the commission are Jesse Lawson, 
President of the Sociological Society; Prof. 
Kelly-Miller, and Daniel E. Murray of 
Washirgton. 

This, commission is to co-operate with 
any commission which may be appointed 
by the Federal Government and to assist 
in keeping facts, plans, arguments, and 
efforts for the solution of the race problem 
before the general public and before the 
Government. 

The resolutions adopted declare: 

It is the duty of the Government to afford ade- 
quate and equal protection to each and every 
citizen in the full enjoym2nt of every right 
guarantecd by the Constitution and by the laws 
of-the land and the perpetuity of the Republic 
is dependent upon fidelity to this principle. 

That, under our form of govern ime nt, there 
caf be no recognition of a master class and a 
subject class, nor can the Government counte- 
nafic> the idea of a master race and a subject 
race. but must regard and treat all as equals in 
the eyes of the law. 

Other resolutions say: 

*““We deprecate mob violence, which we 
believe destroys the respect for orderly 
Bovernment, and we deplore the crimes that 
are allegéd in excuse for such violence. We 
believe that crime of any character is most 
effectually prevented or punished by the 
sure and orderly process of the law. 

“As solutions of the race problem we 
regard colonization, expatriation, and seg- 
régation as unworthy of further considera- 
tion. We recognize that in the limits of 
the ex-slave States, through State authori- 
ties and through many Southern friends, 
the common school system has been estab- 
lished. for the colored people, and that with 
the aid of those friends and Northern help 
more than forty colleges have been founded 


for the education of the negro. We fur- 
ther recognize that these friends appreciate 
the vast importance of the negro popula- 
tion to the intelligence and industrial pros- 
perity of the South. 

““We have faith, too, 
intelligence, industry, and thrift of the 
negro, inasmuch as during the past forty 
yeats of freedom the negroes have, in spite 
of adverse circumstances of an unusual 
character, made rapid progress. The rec- 
ords show that they pay taxes on more 
than $900,000,000 valuation of real estate. 
besides the aid given to their eccelsiastical 
and charitable institutions. 

“We congratulate the group of young 
educators of both races and sexes in the 
Southern States on the revival in educ 
tional affairs under their auspices, espe- 
cially in the vast open country where the 
overwhelming majority of the children and 
youth now and for many years to come 
must live. 

“We would urge that oft repeated in- 
juhction to such ef our great reliehone de- 
nominations as have not yet united with 
corresponding bodies in the South, the 
policy of at least some form of union for 
a general campaign of education, through 
the less favored portions of these States 

“We earhestly urge upon Congress the 
importance of providing liberal appropria- 
tions for the National Bureau of Educa- 
tion to the end that the scope of its work 
may be enlarged.”

FATAL WRECK IN KENTUCKY. 


Six Men Killed in Freight Train Crash 
on the Louisville and Nashville. 


LOUISVILLE, Nov. 12.—Two heavy 
freight trains, one of them a double-header, 
were ‘in collision in a dense fog near New 
Hope, Ky., on the Knoxville Division of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad early to- 
day. Engineers Graves, Connor, and Stur- 
gis, and Firemen Reynolds, Leyden, and 
Leach were kitled, Head Brakeman R. E. 
Hume fatally injured, and Brakeman Abner 
Winkler badly hurt. 

The trains met on a reverse curve at the 
top of an embankment thirty feet high. 
The three engines were completely demol- 
ished, and nearly every car of both trains 
landed at the foot of the hill. Fire soon 
broke out and fifteen cars of merchandise 
and coal were destroyed. 

Passengers are being transferred around 
the wreck until the track can be _be cleared.

New Brunswick Board of Health Lacks 


Funds Needed to Fight Disease. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J.,: Nov. 12.— 
In their fight to prevent the spread of 
diphtheria in this city the Board of 
Health now find themselves confronted 
with a great obstacle. They have been ex- 
pending money to check the disease and 
have exhausted their entire appropriation, 
with no prospects of getting any 
money for six months. 

In the meantime there is a great dan- 
ger of an epidemic of diphtheria. Already 
this month thirty-five new cases have 
been reported, while during the entire 
month of October there were only a total 
of five new cases reported at the office of 
the Health gPonra. 

The health authorities, however, 
allege “that certain physicians 
been attending diphtheria cases failed to 
report such cases at the Health Office, 
and.in this way the spread of the disease 
became general. They will investigate 
suspicious cases before taking any action 
against the physicians.

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RECIPROCITY BILL 
PRESENTED T0 HOUSE 


Measure Probably Will Be Favor- 
, ably Reported To-day. 


RULE AGAINST’ AMENDMENTS 


Short Debate to be Allowed—Democratic 
Support Expected—New Ways and 
Means Committee Announced. 


Specia! to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Mr. Payne to- 
day presented the reciprocity bill which 
Was prepared by the Republican leaders of 
the two branches of Congress, and it was 
referred to the Ways-and Means Committee. 
The understanding is that the bill will be 
taken up to-morrow at a meeting of the 
commitiee; that the majority will force a 
vote and bring the bill into the House 
immediately, with a favorable recommend- 
ation and notification that it will be called 
up Monday for consideration. 

At the same time the Committee on Rules 
will report a rule providing that debate 
Shall proceed until an hour ft be fixed on 
Tuesday or Wednesday, when the previous 
question shall be consideréd ordered and a 
vote taken on the bill as reported by the 
committee. It is not proposed to permit 
the consideration of-any amendment. 

REPUBLICAN STRATEGY. 

There wiil be an hour's debate on adop- 
tion of the rule. The ‘minority hoped to 
induce a sufficient number of Republicans 
to vote with them against the rule to pre- 
vent ‘ts adoption, but this hope has been 
abandoned, it having become apparent that 
the Republicans will support the committee 
and vote for the rule, although it is clainied 
several will vote against the bill. The rule 
to exclude amendment will be supported by 
the Republicans who are opposed to the bill 
in order to save themselves from being 
embarrassed with amendments that might 
claim their support. In this way the pro- 
posed amendment to abolish differential 
duties will be excluded, a proposition which 
it is probable a number of Republicans 
would have feit bound to support. 

The Republicans who will record them- 
selves against the bill will not number a 
half dozen. The opposition of the Demo- 
crats is not to reciprocity with Cuba, but 
they desire to have the opportunity to ex- 
tend the limitations of the bill and include 
a repeal of the differential duties on sugar. 
The addition of such an amendment would 
not interfere with the treaty with Cuba, 
and would simply enable manufacturers of 
sug&r in foreign countries to import the re- 
fined article at lower rates of duty. 

It is claimed this would be a blow at th3 
Sugar Trust, but it would also operate to 
the injury of the manufacture of beet 
sugar in the United States. The Republic- 
an opposition likely to be confined to 
two or three votes from Minnesota and as 
many from Michigan. 

The desire of the Republican leaders is to 
Gispose of the bill as speeflily as possible. 
It Was proposed to report it to-morrow and 
to proceed with its consideration, fixing 
Monday or TuesGay for a final vote. A 
number of Representstives, kowever, desire 
to be absent F'riday and Saturday, and a 
number are already absent, who were given 
“te understand they would be needed in the 
House on Monday. The programme has not 
yet been decided upon, but will be arranged 
to-morrow at the meeting of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

An effort will b2 made to have the minor- 
ity to agree upon a time for a final vote, 
but the majority will not permit the debate 
to be continued beyond Wednesday, and 
may insist upon closing on Tuesday. The 
probability is, howéver, that the final vote 
will be taken on Wednesday. 

The contention that all revenue measures 
must originate in the House of Representa- 
tives and that the Senate cannot interfere 
with this constitutienal prerogative of the 
House through the agency of commercial 
treaties, is quieted by a proviso inserted in 
the bill which declares that, in providing 
for making:the Cuban treaty effective the 
House of Representatives does not admit 
that “customs duties can 
Otherwise than by an act 
eriginating in said House.” 

NEW COMMITTEE ANNOUNCED. 
The Speaker announced the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day. All those mem- 
bers who were on the committee in the 
Fifty-seventh and were returned to the 
Fifty-eighth Congress, with the exception 
of Mr. Richardson Tennessee, were 
again appointed. The three Republican va- 
cancies were filled by the appointment of 
Messrs. Boutell of Illinois, Watson of In- 
diana, and Curtis of Kansas. Williams of 
Mississippi, the Democratic leader, was 
named.on the minority end in the place of 
Mr. Richardson, who voluntarily retired 
and Champ Clark Missouri was ap- 
pointed to the vacancy caused by the elec- 
tion of Newlands of Nevada to the Senate. 
No change was made in the relative 
strength of parties in the membership, the 
Republicans having 11 and the Democrats 
€ members, as in the last two Congresses. 
McClellan of New York is continuea on 
the committee, but will retire toward the 
first of January, when he will resign from 
the House to assume the office of Mayor of 
New York. On the first day of the session 
and just prior to the adoption of the rules 
@n appeal was made to the Republican side 
by Messrs. Williams and De Armond, 
resenting the Democrats, for greater 
resentation on the Ways and Means, Ap- 
propriations, and other of the more im- 
portant committees for the minority. Noth- 
ing could be done in that direction at the 
time, but there is a disposition to give the 
Democrats the increased representation re- 
quested, and it is contemplated to increase 
the numerical strength of the principal 
committees by two with that object. This 
would not give the minority greater voting 
strength, as the power of the majority 
would be as great with a committee con- 
structed of 12 Republicans and 7 Democrats 
as with 11 Republicans and 6 Democrats.

July 24, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-seven, or as may be provided by any 
tariff law of the United States subsequent- 
ly enacted. 

The rates of duty herein granted by the 
United States to. the Republic of Cuba are 
and shall continue during the term of said 
convention preferential in respect to all 
like imports from other countries: Provid- 
ed, that while said convention is in force 
no sugar imported from the Republic of 
Cuba and being the préduct of the soil or 
industry of the Republic of Cuba, shall be 
admitted into the United States at a reduc- 
tion of duty greater than 20 per centum of 
the rates of duty thereon as provided by 
the tariff act of the United States approved 
July 24, 1897, and no sugar, the product of 
any Other foreign country,-shall be admit- 
ted by treaty or convention into the United 
States, while this convention is in force, at 
a lower rate of duty than that provided by 
the tariff act of the United States approved 
July 24, 1897, and provided further that 
nothing herein contained shall be held or 
construed as an admission on the part of 
the House of Representatives that customs 
duties can be changed otherwise than ~by 
an act of Congress, originating in said 
House. 

‘Section 2. That so long as said conven~ 
tion shall remain in force, the laws and 
regulations adopted or that may be adopt- 
ea by the United States to protect the rev- 
enues and prevent fraud in the declarations 
and proofs that the articles of merchandise 
to which said convention may apply are 
the product or manufacture of the Republig 
of Cuba, shall not impose any additional 
charge or fees therefor on the articles im- 
ported, except the Consular fees established, 
or which may be established, by the United 
States for issuing shipping documents, 
which fees shall not be higher than those 
charged on the shipments of similar mer- 
chandise from any other nation whatso- 
ever, that articles of the Republic of Cuba 
shall receive, on their importation into the

MINORITY’S ATTITUDE 
ON RECIPROCITY BILL. 


it Will Be Made the Subject of a Cau- 
cus—Leader Williiams’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The 
cratic attitude on the Cuban bill, 
its general policy on public questions, 
is to be the subject of a caucus of the mi- 
nority mrembers the House Saturday 
night. A meeting of the minority members 
of the Ways and Means Committee was 
held to-night for the purpose of outlining 
several amendments to the Cuban Dill. 
These amendments will include one removy- 
ing the differential on refined sugar 
the elimination from the treaty of that por- 
tion of Article 8 which binds the United 
States Government not to reduce the du- 
ties on sugar for a period of five years. 
Should these amendments fail the indica- 
tions are that the minority members of the 
House. will support the Cuban bill. 

In explaining the reasons for the amend- 
mentg proposed Mr. Williams, the Demo- 
cratic floor leader, said that Demo- 
cratic Party in his opinion could not af- 
ford to allow without protest the enact- 
ment of legislation which was an attempt, 
although an ineffectual one, to bind future 
Congresses and future Administrations by 
2 pledge against further reduction of duties 
upon any article with any country. The 
right to abrogate the treaty, he said, ought 
to be reserved in this instance, as it is re- 
served in all treaties, upon due notice being 
given. It is customary in every treaty, he 
said, to fix a period for the continuance of 
the treaty, but both sides understand that 
it is subject to the right of abrogation upon 
notice. 

“This treaty,’’ continued Mr. Williams, 
‘seemingly goes a bit further and under- 
takes to bind the United States legally in 
the respects mentioned. Of course, legally, 
the proposition is absurd on its face. But 
is a matter of grave importance, not- 
withstanding that fact, for the reason that 
it might be argued when the question came 
up for reconsideration that we were morally 
bound, although not legally bound. Asa 
matter of fact, we would not be morally 
bound if the Democrats came into power 
unless the Democracy by acquiescence 
by active consent had made itself bound 

Mr. William said that assurances had 
been received from the majority side of the 
liouse of enough votes to add an amend- 
ment doing away with the refiners’ differ- 
ential. It was hoped, he continued, that an 
appeal to the common sense of the House 
would succeed in passing the two amend- 
ments to Article 8, of the treaty, which 
amendments, he said, would be so framed 
as to deny either the legal or moral obliga- 
tion to bind future Congresses or Adminis- 
trations. 

Mr. Williams expressed the 
Democratic caucus Saturday 
adopt a resolution m&king the 
caucus binding on all ‘those 
pated in the deliberations.

Gov. Hunt’s Report Shows a Large In- 
crease in the Year’s Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—In his annual 
report on the condition of affairs in the Isl- 
and of Porto Rico, made public to-day, 
Gov. Hunt says. that the situation is one of 
hope and that there is progress and im- 
provement, with a strong current in favor 
of Americanism. Many of the people be- 
lieve, he says, that the present form of 
government can be preserved for some 
time, the natives feeling that it is liberal 
in its extension of political autonomy and 
genercus in its financial benefits. 

Gov. Hunt reports material growth in the 
commerce of the island, the total exports 
for 1903 being $14,866,000, as against $12,- 
309,000 for the preceding year. The report 
discloses the significant fact that for the 
first time since American sovereignty the 
balance of trade is in favor of Porto Rico. 

In closing Gov. Hunt says that the re- 
suits prove the wisdom of Congress in con- 
ferring civil government upon the people. 
In any situation which may arise the peo- 
ple, he says, will be found loyal to the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The sixth an- 
nual convention of the National Founders’ 
Association finished its business here to- 
day and adjourned. “Rotation in office is 
one of the unwritten laws of the asociation, 
and in accordance with this practice the re- 
tiring President, T. F. Towne of Connecti- 
cut, was succeeded by Vice President Isaac 
W, Frank cf Pittsburg, Penn.

Senators Dubois and Hale Take 
Issue with Mr. Hoar.

They Maintain That Action of Citizens 
in Petitioning Senate on Subject Is 
Perfectly Proper. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 12.—Immediately 
upon assembling to-day the Senate plunged 
into a discussion of the question of the 
eligibility of Reed Smoot of Utah to a 
Seat in the Senate. The debate grew out 
of the remarks yesterday by Mr. Hoar, 
Saying that petitions bearing upon Mr. 
Smoot’s case are as much out of place as 
would similar petitions to the Supreme 
Court of the United States be in the inter- 
est of any case before that tribunal. 

Mr. Dubois (Idaho) took issue to-day 
with Mr. Hoar’s remarks, and presented 
his views in connection with the petitions 
for Mr. Smoot’s expulsion, which were 
presented. by himself, After announcing 
the fact that his views 4iffer from those 
of Mr. Hoar as to the,propriety of peti- 
tions on this subject,’ Mr. Dubois pro- 
ceeded: 

“I contend that these various organiza- 
ticns ef Christian men and women have 
a right to petition the Senate and that it 
is their duty to do so. Of course, we all 
appreciate that this is a judicial question, 
which must be determined by the facts, 
but it is not an idle question, and it is 
properly before the Senate. It is the same 
question that was involved in the case of 
the polygamous Roberts, for whose un- 
seating by the House of Representatives 
many petitions were filed. 

** All the petitioners ask is that we study 
the case carefully before passing upon it. 
They know what they are doing. They 
represent the moral thought of the coun- 
try and should not be discouraged. They 
scarcely expect to influence our votes, but 
it is to be hoped that the petitions will at 
least have the effect of causing us to 
pause and give careful attention to their 
representations. 

‘If the allegations now on file with the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections can 
be proven I do not believe there is a Sen- 
ator here who would vote to have Mr. 
Smoot continue in his seat, but if they are 
proven I think we would all unite in 
asking him ‘to remain.” 

Mr. Hoar replied that he did not believe 
member of the Committee on Priv- 
lieges and Elections would find it neces- 
sary to make a public display of his at- 
tachment to the family Qe as established 
in all Christian countries and so signally 
manifested in its beauty in our own coun- 
try, and he expressed his surprise that any 
Senator should consider it necessary to 
present his views on this@ubject. How- 
eyer, he said that was a question for all 
Senators to decide for themselves. 

Replying to Mr. Dubois’s argument Mr. 
Hoar said that in his remarks yesterday he 
had merely called the attention of some of 
his own constituents to the fact that they 
are pointing out to the Senate the deter- 
mination of a judicial question in regard to 
which the Senators are the judges. 

He again compared the Senate to the Su- 
preme Court, and again asked whether if 
that court was engaged in determining an 
important case it would be considered 
proper to deluge it with petitions indicat- 
ing the decision to be arrived at-in the case. 
He added that he had’ addressed the Senate 
upon the subject, not because he considered 
it a matter of small moment, but because of 
its importance, and because of this 
importance he thought it most desirable 
that the Senate should approach the sub- 
ject in the proper way. 

Mr. Hale took the position that the ques- 
tion of Mr. Smoot’s eligibility had been im- 
properly raised at this time. He considered 
it a very grave and sérious matter, and 
while, he said, he had appreciated the force

FIGHT ON GEN. WOOD. 


Senate Committee Opens Door Wide for 
Charges—Other Army Appoint- 
ments Reported.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs decided to- 
day tg open the door wide to the charges 
that E. G. Rathbone, formerly Director of 
Posts for Cuba, desires to presen’ against 
Gen. Leona¥ad Wood. The committee will 
receive at the meeting next Thursday all 
comers who want to make charges. Rath- 
bone arrived here to-day, and is equipped 
with many documents and a mass of evi- 
dence in the case. He charges that Gen, 
Wood influenced the court that tried and 
convicted him of misuse of postal funds. 

Senator Hanna is claimed by Rathbone 
to be on his side and expected to take a 
Strong hand in the case. Senator Foraker, 
on the other hand, from his colgn of van- 
tage as a member of the committee, will 
champion the defense of Gen. Wood. The 
feeling through the Senate is that the fight 
on Gen. Wood is extremely inopportune. It 
is urged that the time for objection to his 
advancement in the army was when Presi- 
dent McKinley made him a Brigadier Gen- 
eral, jumping him over the heads of scores 
of old officers, some of who were Colonels 
when Gen. Wood was a schoolboy. 

Rathbone is counting much on the support 
of Senator Hanna in his fight on Wood, 
but it is known that the Ohio Senator is 
not so much in sympathy with the attack 
on Wood as Rathbone would make it ap- 
pear. 

In the smeantime all the army appoint- 
ments of officers below Gen. Wood, which 
depend on the decision of his case, will be 
held up. It is said that over 100 promotions 
have occurred in all grades as a conse- 
quence of the promotion of Geri. Wood to 
be a Major General. 

The Committee on Military Affairs made 
quick work to-day of the nomination of 
Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver to be Assistant 
Secretary of War. The nomination was re- 
ported favorably and without the commit- 
tee giving consideration to the alleged 
charges affecting the reputation of Gen. 
Oliver. The nomination will be promptly 
confirmed by the Senate. : 

The nomination of Gen, S. M. B. Young to 
be Lieutenant General of the Army in 
place of Gen. Miles, retired, and of Gen. 
Samuel S. Sumner to be Major General 
were also reported favorably. These nomi- 
nations could be acted on by the committee, 
as they preceded that of Gen. Wood. 


GREAT LAKES NAVAL STATION. 


Lake Bluff, Near Waukegan, Selected as 
the Site.

WASHINGTON, Novy. 12.—The board to 
choose the site of a naval training station 
on the great lakes has reported in favor of 
Lake Bluff, the place where the big camp 
meetings are held from year to year near 
Chicago. Lake Bluff is four miles south of 
Waukegan and a similar distance from 
Lake Forest. The distance to CHicago is 
thirty-two miles, The fine boulevard from 
Fort Sheridan, when extended, will pass 
along one side of the proposed reservation 
for the naval station, which is to embrace 
100 acres. The site will cost $90,000. It is 
expected that Congress will authorize the 
expenditure of upward of $500,000 on bulld- 
ings and docks and training ships for the 
station. 


FIVE NEW LIGHTSHIPS. 


New York Shipbullding Company Se- 
cures qne Centracts. 
WASHIN+tiruN, Nov. 12.—With the ap- 
proval of Secretary Cortelyou of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor the 
Lighthouse Board has awarded to the New 
York Shipbuilding Company of Camden, N. 
J., contracts for the construction of five 
new lightships authorized by the last Con- 
gress, the law providing that each ship 
should cost, complete, not to exceed $90,- 
000, and $450,000 was appropriated to pay 

the cost of construction. 

The ships will be designated by num- 
bers, not by names. No. 78 will be a relief 
light for use on the coast of New York, No. 
79 is for use on Five Fathom Bank, off 
Cape May, N. J.; No. 80 is for use on Cape 
Lookout Shoals, North Carolina; No. 81 is 
for use on Heald Bank, off Galveston, 
Texas, and No. 88 is for use off Blunt's 
Reef, Cape Mendocino, California, No. 82 is 
not provided for in the present contract.

The 
examinations will be held in various cities 
nll over the country and the specimens will 
be sent here for marking. 

The animals likely to be fyrnished for the 


test are’ rats and mice and chipmunks, 
which are, from their diminutive size, re- 
garded as especially difficult to stuff and 
mount. Candidates will be expected to 
furnish their own mounts. 

The salary of the places for which the 
examinations are held is $900 @ year. 


NEW YORK POST OFFICE CASE. 


Reported That a Large Number of Dis- 
miasals Are to be Made, 
WASHINGTON, Novy. 12.—It was reported 
to-day that a large number of dismissals 
and reductions are about to be made in the 
New York Post Office as a result of the 
special investigation in progress at that 
office, but Postmaster General Payne and 
other officials denied knowledge of any 
immediate changes. Mr. Payne said that 
the Inspectors are stil. at work on the New 
York office, and had made no report. {t is 
expected, however, that some material re- 
sults of this nature will accrue from the 

investigation at New York. 

The Postmaster General to-day said that 
there were perhaps a half dozen cases in 
the country where Postmasters have been 
called on to refund the salaries they per- 
mitted to be paid in their office to clerks 
who made no pretense of performing their 
duties and who spent practically no time 
at their desks. 

He announced that any Postmaster was 
responsible legally for any act in violation 
of the law, and that the department would 
not excuse any Unlawful act of a Postmas- 
ter on orders from any department officer 
below the Postmaster General, and that the 
excuse then would be only a moral one and 
not a legal one.

SPARKLING 
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MR. GRASSE’S CONCERT. 
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An Exacting Programme Played by an 
Artist Entirely Blind. 


A concert was given in Carnegie Hall last 
evening by Mr. Edwin Grasse that exhib- 
ited an altogether remarkable musical tal- 
ent in a fashion to secure the instant en- 
thusiasm of @-very large audience. There 
Was an eagédr friendliness in the greeting it 
gave the cdéncert-giver; but he soon fur- 
nished abundant reason to admire his ac- 
complishments. upon purely impersonal 
stounds. Mr. Grasse is a youth of nineteen 
years, who has spent the last six of them 
in study abroad, and who, before he left 
New York as a lad, ‘gave a recital that 
clearly foreshadowed the success likely to 
foliow. the further cultivation of his talent. 

Few violinists who have appeared in New 
York have* done so under more dignified 
circumstances, and, have offered a pro- 
gramme that showed a loftier ambition, a 
more serious musicianship, or a wider 
range of artistic swmpathies than this. 
Enlisting the services of an orchestra, Mr. 
Grasse played Bach’s E major concerto, 
Brahms’s D major concerto, and Bruch’s 
Scottish Fantaisie. They call for the 
highest technical accomplishment, ripe art, 
remarkable’ endurance, and a_ tenacious 
memory. 

That a young man of his years should 
do what he did, write these compositions, is 
sufficiently, noteworthy, but an unusual 
Significance is given to his achievement by 
the fact that he is entirely blind. No spe- 
cial stress has, béen laid upon this fact in 
the preliminary annquncements of his com- 
ing, nor upon youthfulness; the young 
violinist has présented himself solely upon 
the strength of his‘musicianship, and so all 
the circumstances of his appearance were 
such as to inspire nespect .and preposses- 
sion in his favor: 

It canont be said’ that Mr. Grasse ap- 
provec himscif an aftist of the fullest ma- 
turity or that he rose ‘in every. way to 
the stature o” the twe great concertos he 
presented. it would not be difficult, to 
point out deficiencies in his playing, chief 
among them being the lack of. Sensuous 
charm, the roughness and the frequent 
insufficiency of his tone, part of which is, 
however, evidently to be attributed to the 
quality of the instrument he plays on; an 
excess of sentimentality in certain pas- 
Sages, and an abuse of the. portamento 
effect; and it is not to be denied that he 
showed himstlf more than once to be over- 
matckea by the colossal sweep and power 
of Brahms’s great work, which is only for 
the giants among violinists. But the intel- 
ligence and instinctively. musical character 
of his playing was never in question. 

There were breadth and repose in the 
Bach concerto, and a fine energy in the 
Brahms, with not a little warmth and sin- 
cerity in the beautiful slow movement; 
while into Bruch’s rather futile and very 
long-winded dalliance with Scottish melo- 
dies he put something more than perfunc- 
tory correctness. In matters of technique 
Mr. Grasse shows a highly developed skill; 
his intonation is singularly correct, and he 
plays in general with a certainty and free- 
dom that under the circumstances are re- 
markable. 

He Was warmly applauded, and several 
times .recalled, being led upon the platform 
to bow his acknowledgments by Mr. Wetz- 
ler, whose orchestra provided the accom- 
paniments and opened the concert with a 
performance of Beethoven's “ Coriolanus”’ 
overture. 


MISS ANNA BUSSERT’S RECITAL 


The song recital by Miss Anna Bussert 
given yesterday afternoon in Mendelssohn 
Hiall, is the precursor of many that will 
take place in the course of the season, 
given by singers of all sorts of qualifica- 
tions and lack of qualifications, for the 
sake of a New York appearance and the 
cachet it gives. “Many of them will be at- 
tended, like Miss Bussert’s, by audiences 
largely composed of friends and others 
whose interest has been specially obtained 
and is not primarily excited by the pros- 
pects of musical enjoyment that are of- 
fered. Many of them will see the hall 
Sparsely filled, as it was yesterday after- 
noon, and will be productive of such mod- 
erate applause as was politely offered yes- 
terday to the concert-giver. And it will 
doubtless happen, as it happened in Miss 
Bussert’s case, that the result will prove 
the unwisdom of a public appearance be- 
cause of the unripeness of the powers that 
are exploited. It may be that this is a 
necessary part of the process by which 
youthful talent is propagated, but the 
eliminating process by which the good and 
promising is separated from that which is 
destined not to survive, is a wasteful, and, 
it is to be feared, not always a. certain one. 

Miss Bussert’s attempt showed that she 
has an agreeable’ soprano voice, light and 
delicate iti body, and, when produced at its 
best, charming in quality; and also that she 
has undeniably musical gifts that ought to 
stand her in good stead. But it was also 
made plain that she is still far from pos- 
sessing the maturity of style and the sure 
command .over her vocal organs that are 
necessary for her successful appearance in 
public. Her delivery ‘seemed yesterday part- 
ly perhaps from nervousness, uncertain; 
there ‘was unsteadiness in more than one 
passage; there were faults in the production 
of many of her tones.. With her high notes 
she had some difficulty, and though she 
began. by singing the air, ‘‘So Shall -he 
Iaute and Harp Awake,’ from Handel's 
** Judas Maccabaeus,” very steadily in tune, 
she did not keep the promise thus held out. 
There is evident a musical feeling in what 
she does; yet she had not the breadth of 
style for this air nor the intensity 
directness of feeling for 
“ Gretchen am Spinnrade,”’ and in the other 
songs by that master, ‘“‘Der Neugierige ” 
and “ Trock’ne Blumen,”’ there was an cx- 
cess of sentiment. She was more success- 
ful in Franz’s “‘ Marie’ and in the English 
ballad, ‘‘ The Banks of Allan Water.” She 
sang a French song of Bizet’s gracefully; 
but both of Brahms’s deliciously arch songs, 
Der Gang zum Liebchen” and “ Verge- 
bliches Stindchen,”’ require a surer touch 
than Miss Bussert’s. 

Yet it was gratifying to see that voice and 
feeling and sincerity were united in the 
young woman’s eauipment as a singer, and 
to be able to hope that they shall be de- 
veloped into a riper art. She had the as- 
sistance of Mr. Henri Merck, solo violin- 
cellist of the Pittsburg Orchestra; he is a 
player of excellent technical skill, but not 
gifted with much warmth of temperament, 
nor producing a tone either fine or large. 
He played two movements from Grieg’s 
"cello sonata,-a work strangely compacted 
of empty formulas and of feeble vitality; an 
adagio by Tartini, a legande by Mr. Victor 
Harris—who was the accompanist to both 
the solo’ performers—a piece effectively 
written for the instrument and not without 
a@ cértdin strain of originality, and one of 
Popper's show pieces.

SHOOTS CAME ‘PROTECTOR 
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Poacher Wounds One of Chester

Sullivan County Preserve the Scene of 
the FightesA Reward of $1,000 
Offered. 


PORT JERVIS. N. Y., Nov. 12.—William 
Shiells, a special Deputy Sheriff of Sulli- 
van County, employed on the 18,000-acre 
game preserve of Chester W. Chapin of 
New York City, was-~seriously shot yester- 
day by one of ‘a~ party of three huptérs 
whom he was trying to arrest. s 

The preserve is located between Lebanon 
Lake and Long Pond in Sullivan’ County, 
and yesterday afternoon the men dfové a 
deer within its borders. They pursued and 
shot the deer, and about dusk were in the 
act of lifting the carcass over the fence, to 
their buckboard wagon in the road when 
Deputy Sheriff Shiells and Charles Felter, 
an employe of the park, placed them under 
arrest. The three men were ordered into the 
wagon, and the officers started with them 
to the headquarters of Mr, Stoots, Superin- 
tendent of the preserve. 

Felter led the horse and Shiells walked 
alongside the wagon.

The officer was about tliree 
feet away, and the charge went,.through 
the open folds of his coat and made.a large 
hole in his left arm near the elbow. 

The hunter turned his gun toward Felter 
and compelled him to release, his hold of 
the bridle. The three men then .drove 
toward the Mongaup Valley. The wounded 
man was carried to. a house,’ and: Mr. 
Chapin, who has been on his preserve for 
two weeks, was called. .He promptly, of- 
fered a reward of $1,000 for the capture of 


the hunters, and ‘notified Sheriff’ John 
Dycker of Monticello, 

Sheriff Dycker sent descriptions of the 
men in‘all directions.. It was several hours 
before physicians reached. the woundea 
man, as the place is twelve miles away from 
the nearest telegraph station: The man 
was weak from loss of blood and the shock 
to his heart, but he was: brought twelve 
miles.to Pond Eddy late this afternoon, and 
by train to the hospital in this village. His 
condition to-night is very critical. He is 
thirty-eight years oid and has a wifé and 
three children. 

Three hunters wefe arrested this morning 
at Monticello, as their descriptions an- 
swered those of persons wanted. They had 
a different wagon, though, and no deer. 
They said they were returning to Bullville 
from a day’s hunt, which they expected 
would be a week. Felter was summoned 
from Lebanon Lake to identify them, but 
at 7:30 o’clock this evening he had not 
reached. Monticello, and the Sheriff re- 
fuses to divulge their names. 


GETS $10,000 DAMAGES. 


Motorman of Car That Injured Gregor 
Feist Fails to Appear as a Witness. 


The absence of Hans Thilo, who is now 
coachman to Mayor Wells of St. Louls, 
from Trial Term, Part IIL, of the Supreme 
Court yesterday, where he should have ap- 
peared as witness on behalf of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway’ Company in a suit 
brought against that corporation by Gregor 
Feist to. recover $25,000 damages for the 
breaking of both his legs, resulted in the 
taking of an inquest and the award of 
$10,000: damages against the railway com- 
pany. 

Thilo was the motorman of the car, 
which, three years ago, ran over Feist at 
Fifty-ninth Street and the Park Circle. 

Lawyer Ambrose F. McCabe, attorney 
for the Metropolitan Company, asked Jus- 
tice O’Gorman to adjourn the case until 
to-morrow,. explaining that he had sub- 
poenaed Thilo and had received word from 


him that he would attend. But as Mayor 
Wells was at present in this city on a 
visit, Mts. Wells objected to his coming. 
Mr. McCabe said he had called on Mayor 
Wells, who telegraphed to Mrs. Wells to 
pend Thilo on, and he was now on his way 
ere. 

Justice O'Gorman did not consider this 

» for Thilo’s absence sufficient, and 
directed an inquest to be taken. A jury 
was empaneled, and evidence having been 
given as to the nature of the injuries sus- 
tained by Feist, a verdict for $10,000 was 
rendered. 

Lawyer McCabe at once secured an order 
directing Feist’s attorney to show cause 
why the verdict should not be set aside and 
a new trial granted.

TO CURTAIL TROLLEY SERVICE. 


Section from Uimer Park to Coney Isl- 
and to be Cut Off from Direct Com- 
munication with Manhattan. 


If changes in the service given by the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company on the 
West End route beyond Ulmer Park are 
carried out as the officials of the company 
propose, the entire section between Ulmer 
Park and Coney Island will be cut off from 
direct communication with Brooklyn and 
Manhattan. 

Notice has been given that the through 
trolley service from Fulton Ferry to Bay 
Ridge and from South Ferry to Ulmer will 
be discontinued, and passengers from the 
suburbs to the ferries will be compelled 
to transfer to the elevated after riding to 
Sixty-fifth Street and Third Avenue or to 


Thirty-sixth Street and Fifth Avenue. The 
elevated service over the West End route 
is to cease at Ulmer Park, and passengers 
desiring to ge between there and Coney 
Island will be compelled to use a_ troiley 
car, which will be run under a headway of 
twenty minutes. 

Last Fall a similar system was instituted, 
but the property owners and business men 
on Coney Island protested so vigorously 
that the company restored its regular 
service.

The party broke up in con- 
fusion,:and the distress of the guests was 
adde@ to.by the pdthetic outburst of grief 
from:one of the two little children o2 the 
dead woman, who-had been. asleep ir the 
nursery adjoining the bedroom, but were 
aroused by the shot. 

Temporary mental derangement, brought 
on by ilness, ‘is assigned by members of 
the family as reason, for the suicide. The 
members of the littlé dinner party all are 
reticerit in regard to the tragic event, and 
Surrounding it there is an element of mys- 
tery which has not yet been cleared up. 

Edward De Witt Walsh and his wife first 
came to this town to live about three years 
ago, when they- occupied a handsome resi- 
dence On Midland Avenue. About a year 
ago- they, removed to New York, where 
they ‘have been liv®ig at the Hanover Hotel, 
Fifth: Avenue and Fifteenth Street. They 
Spent the Summer at Long Beach and at 
the end of the Summer season returned to 
thig "town, where they rented @he Palmer 
cottage on-upper Mountain Avenue. 

The dinner jiarty last night was the first 
entertainment they had given since their 
anrival, There were only three guests, 
Lawrence C. Earle, an artist, who occuples 
a cottage at 50 Walnut Crescent, in this 
town, his wife, and Thomas C. Daremus, 
& broker, with an office at. 60 Broadway, 
anda resident here. ‘ 

‘Mrs. Walsh is said to have been in ex- 
ceHent Spirits all through the dinner and 
f Quite the life of the little gathering 
unéil she was seized with-her fainting spell. 
This was just, as the coffee was brought in. 
Mrs. Walsh fell forward om the table and 

ne.deathly pale. Mr. Walsh, who. is 
over six feet in height and of athletic build, 
hastened to her side, and with a word of 
apology to his startled guests picked her up 
in his arms and carried her to hef bedroom, 
on the second floor, where Mrs. Earle fol- 
lowed them. 

according to. the version of. the affair 
given by Mr. Christopher, a friend of the 
family, representing Mr. Walsh,. the sick 
woman waé placed on her bed, where she 
Trégamed consciousness, under the ministra- 
tions of her husband and Mrs. Earle. Re- 
assuring the former ‘in regard to her condi- 
tion, she bade him return to the gentle- 
men in the dining room. To Mrs. Earle, 
“who remained with her, she complained of 
Nausea. Mrs. Earle went to the bathroom 
for a_ restorative. 

Stile had only been away-a very short time 
“when site heard’a shot fired in the bedroom. 
She ruShed back, ‘dnd upon entering the 
-réom found Mrs. Walsh on the bed with a 
wound inher left breast, from which blood 
was flowing profusely. A revolver lay on 
the floor beside the bed. The second drawer 

in a dresser, which could be reached from 
the bed, and in which the revolver had been 

kept, was open. . 

Mr. Walsh and the other guests had also 
heard the shot and‘rushed-up stairs. Dr. 
W. H. Power, a neighboring physician who 
arrived within.two or three minutes of the 
shooting, found her beyond human aid. 
‘From ‘the nursery, adjoining the bedroom, 
the six-year-old gon of Mrs. Walsh by a 
fermer husband, ‘came running to his 
mother’s side, giving way to the most pa- 
thetic grief when he_learned that she was 
dead. He was taken away and is now 
cdred for by’ neighbors. The other child, a 
boy of eighteen months, remained snugly 
asleep ‘in his little cot. e 

When asked in regard to the motives 
leading up to the. suicide, Mr. Christopher 
said: . 

“Mrs. Walsh was a highly strung wo- 
man, who frequently suffered excruciating 
pains from neuralgia. Within the last year 
she had’ also undergone two operations for 
appendicitis, which' had left her a very ill 
Woman. It is possible she was in pain last 
night and undergoing torture while acting 
her.part,.of hostess“to the little party of 
friends. There certainly could be no reason 
for her committing suicide. She was 
wrapped up in her husband and her chil- 
Gren, and they were devoted to her. Her 
family life was happy.”’ 

Mr.-Earie,-the arlist, when told of rumors 
that'a quarre) at the dinner table had pre- 
ceded the tragedy. said he wished to deny 
that most empinatically. 

“We were only five persons at.the tabl<,” 
he said. “It was a most happy affair until 
the occurrence which brought it to such an 
abrupt end, and there was not the siigitest 
stggestion of any differences. Further than 
that I-do not care.to discuss the matter, for 
I have promised Mr. Walsh to keep silent. 
Mrs. Walsh was 2 most charming. woman, 
and “her awful end is a terrible blow to all 
her friends."’ 

The shooting occurred about 10 o'clock 
in the evening. It was not until two hours 
later that it was reported to the police.

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THE INDEPENDENCE OF PANAMA. 

We await with interest, and almost 
with impatience, the issue of the State 
paper !n which Secretary Hay will de- 
fend the recognition of the independence 
of Panama to be accorded by the Presi- 
dent to-day, when he receives Mr. Bu- 
NAU-VARILLA as the ‘Minister Pilenipo- 
tentiary and Envoy Extraordinary of 
that republic. To enter into diplomatic 
relations with a Government newly es- 
tablished is to recognize its independ- 
ence, and when the act of recognition 
follows with such unexampled prompt- 
ness upon the proclamation of the new 
Government, a statement of the justify- 
ing reasons will be expected by an im- 
partial world. : 

Our haste to recognize the independ- 
ence of Panama contravenes internation- 
al custom and breaks violently with our 
Own practice and tradition. While it is 
the privilege of any Government in such 
matters to be its own judge of the time 
for reeognition, unusual haste is in the 
view of international law indecent, and 
can be construed only as an evidence 
of unfriendliness toward the sovereign 
whose authority has been cast off.

HENRY CLAy, in the 
House of Representatives in 1818, 1820, 
and 1822, continually strove to force the 
hand of MONROE and bring about recog- 
nition which the Executive then consid- 
ered would have been too hastily given. 
It was not until 1822 that independence 
was acknowledgeu, By the victory of 
San Jacinto and tke capture of the Mex- 
ican President, ‘pexas actually achieved 
her independence in 1886. Again Cray, 
from the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, urged immediate recognition. 
“The acknowledgment of a new State as 
independent and entitled to a place in 
the family of nations,” said President 
JACKSON in his message of Dec. 21, 1836, 
“is at all times an act of great delicacy 
and responsibility, but more especially 
so when such a State has forcibly sepa- 
rated itself from another of which it had 
formed an integral part, and which still 
claims dominion over it. A premature 
recognition under these circumstances, if 
not looked upon as justifiable cause of 
war, is always liable to be regarded as 
proof of an unfriendly spirit to one of

the contending parties * * * In the con- | 


test between Spain and the revolted colo- 
nies we stood aloof, and waited not only 
until the ability of the new States to 
protect themseives was fully established, 
but until the danger of their being again 
subjugated had entirely 
Then, and not until then, were they rec- 
ognized,” 

Though much importuned, we declined 
to recognize either the belligerency or the 
independence of Cuba during her strug- 
gies to be free. Said President Grant 
in his annual message in December, 
1875: 

To establish the condition of things es- 
sential to the recognition of this fact (the 
fact of independence), there must be a peo- 
ple occupying a known territory, united 
under some known and defined form of 
government, acknowledged by those sub- 
ject thereto, in which the functions of 
government are administered by usual 
metheds, competent to mete out justice to 
citizens and strangers, to afford remedies 
efor public and for private wrongs, and 
able to assume the correlative interna- 
tional obligations, and capable of perform- 
ing the corresponding international du- 
ties resulting from its acquisition of 
the rights of sovereignty. A power 
should exist complete in its organization 
ready to take and able to maintain ite 
Place among the nations of the earth. 


This is the settied principle of interna- 
tional law; this has been our uniform 
policy. We now abruptly depart from it. 
It will be said at once that a Govern- 
ment has been set up in Panama, recog- 
nized by the people of a fixed territory, 
and that Colombia has failed to prevent 
its establishment. That is the very soul 
and body of our offending. Colombia as 
yet hardly knows what has been done on 
the Isthmus. We have given her no time 
to set in motion armed force to quell the 
rebellion. Worse than that, we have 
with force and show of force intervéned 
to stay her hand. An intrigue in which 
Americans of high standing and great in- 
fluence were collusive agerits resulted in 
the revolt of Panama. Almost instantly 
our Government accords recognition de 
facto, sends warships, lands marines, of- 
ficially proclaims the just principles on 
which the new Government is founded, 
and then, ten days after the new repyb- 
lic is proclaimed, recognizes its independ- 
ence, Against Golombie we take advan- 
tage of our own torts.

THE HELPLESS CZAR. 

It is at once interesting and pathetic 
to see how completely helpless, in the 
grasp of his bureaucracy, is the nominal 
“Autocrat of all the Russias.” He has 
managed to make it manffest that he is 
a perfectly well-meaning man, that he 
desires peace with all the world, and 
particularly that he desires the ad- 
vancement in civilization, including po- 
litical civilization, of his own people. 
The more his good intentions are mani- 
festeA the more it is manifest how ab- 
solutely he is without power to give ef- 
fect to them. The bureaucrats regard- 
ed his desire to promote universal peace 
as so purely academic that it might 
safely be Jaid before an international 
But such actual powers as 
The Hague Tribuna] possesses and has 
exercised it enjoys in spite of the real 
rulers of Russia. 

It is even necessary for the Czar to 
leave his own capital and his own coun- 
try to learn what is going on in it and 
with reference to it. His trip to Darm- 
Stadt has been of great advantage to 
him in this way. At Darmstadt a 
deputation of exiles from Finland waited 
upon him, as it would not have been al- 
lowed to do at St. Petersburg, it did 
not see him, but he did receive from it 
a memorial of Finnish grievances, as it 
is very improbable that he would have 
been allowed to do at home. A memorial 
So temperate in tone and so just in sub- 
Stance must certainly .arrest the atten- 
tion of a just man. And it was at 
Darmstadt also that M. Witre, perhaps 
for the first time since his disguised 
disgrace, was able to reach his imperial 
master, and to tell him what it greatly 
concerned him to hear. That was the 
reason why the Czar’s own visit to Rome 
had been prevented. ‘ 

It was some of the work of M. bE 
PLEHVE. That Mifister, having perse- 
cuted a person merely suspected of com- 
plicity in the murder of a Russian Gov- 
ernor fourteen years ago, until he had 
taken refuge in Italy, had endeavored 
to induce the. Italian’ Government 
give him up to Russian justice. The case 
of Gotz had attained great notoriety in 
Italy, and excited corresponding popular 
indignation, and it was gravely feared 
that some insult might be offered by the 
Italian populace to the Czar if he should 
visit Rome at this time. 

The fact that M. Wire is in virtual 
disgrace, and M. DE PLSHVE in virtual 
command, would of itself suffice to show 
how little influence the Czar exerts in 
his own Government, not much | more, 
one would Say, thafi that nominal Em- 
peror of China whose name is never 
even mentioned any more. Like the Chi- 
nese Emperor, the Russian Emperor is 
progressive. M. Wirtz, who is the most 
enlightened and. progressive statesman 
in Russia, ought to be the chief coun- 
selor of the throne. But the reaction- 
ary bureaucrats, headed by the Minister 
of the Interior, have managed to turn 
out this statesman who can “ obtain an 
interview "' with his sovereign only out- 
side of Russia.

DEPRESSION AND WAGES. 

Mr. SAMUEL GomPERs in his address as 
President at the Boston meeting of the 
National Federation of Labor announced 
the position of organized labor as. to 
wages®during possible industrial depres- 
sion as follows: 


* At this time it is difficult to 
foresee the extent to whieh the indus- 
dustrial reaction may reach, yet it is well 
for us to view the situation as it is, and 
as it may become, and to consider calmiy 
the course which we should pursue to meet 
it, To do this intelligently it will be help- 
ful to consider the policy pursued by em- 
ployers during similar periods in the past; 
a policy which here and there is now advo- 
cated; a policy which has proved not only 
injurious but subversive of the very pur- 
pose fer whieh it was inaugurated. I re- 
fer to the policy of‘reducing wages as a 
means to tide over or emerge from indus- 
trlal depression, In the past this has been 
resorted to, and, owing to the comparative 
lack of organization among the working 
people and also their_comparative inability 
to resist, they were compelled to accept it, 
with the result that their consuming power 
was lessened, throwing still more workmen 
out of employment, rendering the situation 
still more acute, and thus still further pro- 
longing the period of crisis. It is the

The disadvantage of secret agreements 
of this sort, from the union point. of 
view, will perhaps not be apparent until 
industrial activity returns. Let us sup 
pose that the standard minimum wage 
in a given trade is now $3.50 per. day, 
and it remains at this figure through.a 
longer, or shorter period of depression. 
Meanwhile, hoWever, the actual. rate of 
wages averages $2.75, which is all. the 
earnings of the business will permit. If 
conditions improve, how wilb organized 
labor go about to restore the’ actual 
wage té the nominal minimum? This 
restoration may come about ‘gtadually 
through the competition of employers for 
workmen, but the union is estopped from 
taking any hand in the matter. A de- 
mand for a minimum standard of $4 
would be absurd and impossible of se- 
rious. consideration by~employers. The 
union cannot confess that its official 
wage rate has been a fiction, and ask to 
have it made actual by the bringing of 
wages up to it. To do this would be to 
confess itself powerless to sustain wages 
in time: of depression. The employer 
cannet do as he did in 1898 and 1899,. 
announce voluntary horizontal increases 
of wages of 5, 10, or 15 per cent., for they 
would be increases on the nominal rate 
of $38.50 fixed by the union. Each man 
who has cut the union price must pri- 
vately negotiate when the time comes for 
such increase, up to the union minimum, 
as he can get; thus establishing the 
principle’ of the individual contract, 
which is inimieal to the theory and 
practice of trades unionism. 

Evidently Mr. Gomprrs does not think 
far ahead. He has great faith in the 
engineering practicability of damming 
the Nile with bulrushes.

MR. BRYAN’S FAREWELL. 

Certainly nobody ought to .complain 
that Mr. W. J. Bryan has gone to Eu- 
rope. 1t would have done him no harm 
if he had gone earlier. That naval offi- 
cer was not altogether without reason 
who advocated an amendment to the 
Constitution providing, as an additional 
qualification for members of Congress, 
that before entering upon their duties 
they should spend at least a year abroad. 

But it is to be concluded that his going 
to Europe is Mr. Bryan’s final farewell 
to his Presidential aspirations. We took 
leave to point out that his purchase of a 
twelve-hundred dollar pair of carriage 
horses, even though they had long tails, 
put him out of politics, that is, out of his 
kind of politics. If there was any doubt 
about it, this trip to Europe ought to set- 
tle that doubt. The horses and the tour 
together will repel the most faithful Bry- 
anite. 

We note with interest that Mr. BRYAN’s 
farewell address at the gangplank con- 
sisted mainly in leaving what might be 
called an orphan’s curse for GROVER 
CLEVELAND. Mr. Bryan has frequently 
taken occasion to use about Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND language which is not pretty. The 
conclusion from it was that he holds Mr. 
CLEVELAND fesponsible for his own polit- 
ical disappointment. Mr. CLEVELAND 
would probably be willing to take his 
share of responsibility for that result. But 
to put it all upon him is to do him too 
much honor. He is by no means the 
only representative, though he is a very 
conspicuous representative, of what he 
himself calls ‘‘sane Democracy.” Mr. 
BRYAN now “does not believe he could 
carry a single State.” Dear, dear. And 
it is the same Mr. Bryan who said of 
the freak platform on which he stood in 
1896 that “on this platform we expect 
to carry every State in the Union.” Mr.

THE SPEED OF OCEAN SHIPS. 

The opinion expressed by Herr BALLIN, 
Managing Director of the Hamburg- 
American Line of steamships, that in his 
judgment the speed limit of o¢gean liners 
has about been reached, will interest a 
great many people. The popular impres- 
sion seems to be that speed acceleration 
will go on from year to year, and that 
with each addition to the passenger fleet 
such improvements will be made in 
lines, engine construction, and boileb effi- 
clency that gradually, another day, or 
perhaps two days, will be gained in the 
Atlantic voyage. This would be trug 
enough if speed was.the only considera- 
tion influencing the owners of ocean lin- 
ers in building them. It is probably true 
that the Deutschland, which maintains 
an average of 22% knots, comes very 
near the limit for ships of this character, 
if, indeed, ‘it does not reach it. That 
ships could be built which would travel 
much faster is undoubtedly true, but this 
fact hag about the same relation to com- 
mercial enterprise in ocean’ transporta- 
tion that the Marienfeld-Zossen electric 
car prepyision at 125 miles an hour has 
to practical railroad 

High speed. is impracticably costly,

whether on: water or. on. land: The com- 
parison between the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 


and the Cedrie made in these columns in 
June last was extremely instructive. It 
showed that to gain her speed advantage 
over the British ship the German ghip 
consumed about twice as much coal. She 
also requires 265 nore hands to work 
her and sacrifices the advantage which 
the Cedric possesses of curaying 500 more 


passengers and 20,000 more tons of 


freight. In the speed trials made last 
May with the British cruiser. Cape of 
Good Hope it was found that -to increase 
her speed from 28 to 24 knots an hour re- 


quired as much’ power as to run het con- 
tinuously at 16 knots. To put it another 


way, the power required to run this ves- 
Sel at full speed would have been suffi- 
cient to run two vessels of the same type 
at half speed. This illustrates very clear- 
ly the high cost of record-breaking ocean 
Speeds, and shows why it is that the 
“greyhounds "’ earn more applause than 
dividends. Possibly the time will come 
when the shortening of the ocean voy- 
age will warrant, from the business point 
of view, a coal consumption of 5,000 to 
6,000 tons per voyage, an. expense 
of $1,000 to $1,500 additional ‘ for 
stoking, and the sacrifice of earning 
power for increased crew accommoda- 
tions and exaggerated coal bunkers; but 
it does not appear to be insight, and the 
eonclusion of Herr Ba.Luin is identical 
with that reached some time ago by Sir 
WILLI"M Wnitr, who announced that thé 
naval architect and mechanical engineer 
had very nearly exhausted the possibili- 
ties in fast ships with the materials and

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Whéhever anybody—say a newspaper 
person who occasionally finds the seat of 
the scorner an interesting, if not exactly a 
comfortable, resting-place for his weary 
bones—ventures a few derisive words about 
the Society for Psychical Research, he in- 
variably draws upon himself a bruising 
shower of names belonging to men vari- 
ously great who are or have been con- 
nected with it either as officers or mem- 
bers, This always makes him feel very 
smal] indeed, and reduces him to silence, 
at least for a while. Time brings an oc- 
casional revenge, however, even to para- 
graphers, and one that it brings now is a 
passage in the recently published memoirs 
of Simon Newcoms, thé eminent astron- 
omer and mathematician. It seems that 
when, at the meeting of the American Asso- 
clation for the Advancement of Science in 
1884, the American branch or half of the 
ghost-hunting band was organized, Mr. 
NEWCOMB accepted the Presidency of it in 
a way curiously rash and unthinking for a 
man of his stamp. He says: 

On accepting this position, my first duty was 
to make a cgreful study of the publications of 
the parent society in England, with a view to 
learning their discoveries, The result was far 
from hopeful. I fownd that the phenomena 
brought out lacked thas coherence and definite- 
ness which is characteristic of scientific truth. 
Remarkable effects had been witnessed, but it 
was impossible to say, Do so and so, and you 
will get such an effect. The best that could 
be said was, Perhaps you will get an effect, but 
more likely you will not. I could not feel any 
assurance that the society, with all its diligence, 
had done more than add to the mass of mis- 
takes, misapprehensions of facts, exaggerations, 
illusions, tricks and coincidences of which hu- 
man history is full, ‘ 

Later, in a Presidential address, Mr. 
NEWCOMB says, he advised the researchers 
to settle by actual experiment the question 
whether the interposition of a door or cur- 
tain would interfere with the transfer of 
influences from mind to mind, about 
which they talked so much; but this was 
a suggestion entirely too simple to win at- 
tention. “Fifteen years have since 
elapsed,”’ declares Mr. Nrwcoms, “and 
neither they nor any one else has settled 
this most elementary of all the questions 
involved,” Now, it would be extremely 
interesting to know just how many of the 
real scientists so often called-—but never 
examined—ag witnesses to the value of 
the work done by the Society for Psychical 
Research, drifted into it by accident, like 
Mr. Newcoms, and, like him, soon de- 
cided that the whole thing was utterly UR 
scientific and utterly h less of useful 
result—exactly as is any Other attempt to 
found knowledge on a° denial of reason, 
experience, and observation. 


——That there are, scattesed all. along the 
Atlantic seaboard, houses that were built 
of brick imported from England in Colonial 
days is a long and fondly cherished belief of 
almost all of us, and it is little less than 
an article of religion with the whole body 
of professional and amateur ‘‘ descend- 
ants.” But here comes Mr. GEORGE ALFRED 
TOWNSEND and tells the Columbia His- 
torical Society, assembled in a place no less 
truth-compelling than Washington, that not 
a single old building in Virginia, Maryland, 
or Pennsylvania is made of imported brick; 
that in the District of Columbia the gnly 
example is the court part of the Library of 
Congress; that all the supposed instances 
in New York. are at best dubious, and that 
New England 4tself can show only one or 
two demonstrable exceptions to the rule 
that the colonists made the few bricks they 
used, just as they cut their own wood and 
cured their own supplies of meat for the 
Winter—when they had any to cure. Bricks, 
Mr. TOWNSEND asserted, were extremely 
scaree, even in England, before the time of 
WinpiamM I.—a circumstance’ that doesn’t 
seem to have much bearing on the con- 
troversy—and he insisted that the ships of 
Colonial times were too few and too small 
to carry anything not of vital need to the 
new settlements—a statement in dinect con- 
flict with no end of known facts as to the 
sort of things imported, and with the pre- 
sumption that a yearning for bricks*would 
have led to their frequent importation as 
ballast in ships carrying a cargo for the 
most part of more bulk than weight. That 
the colonists, when they did begin to manu- 
facture bricks, would make them as much 
as possible like those they had made at 
home, is enough, doubtless, to make It 
probable that many buildings supposed to 
be constructed of foreign material are 
really of domesti¢ production, but we see 
nothing in the brief reports of Mr.. Towns- 
END's paper to make it instantly necessary 
to abandon all or even most of the old sto- 
ries about imported bricks.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Somehow I missed the interview in THE 
Trmges with Bishop Grafton, but neverthe- 
less I would like to express to him my 
thanks for the noble spirit which animates 
his letter. There can be no doubt that 
the “crafty, wealth-getting spirit of Ja- 
cob" is abroad in Russia; and that, at bot- 
tom, this is the cause of all the Jewish suf- 
fering in Russia. 

These Jews, animated by the “ crafty; 
wealth-getting spirit of Jacob,’’ arrived in 
this country at the rate of 50,000 a year. 
They are all millionaires of the steerage, 
and carry the land they have foreclosed 
at home in their waistcoat pockets. If 
Israel were not stiff-necked and hard of 
heart, some explanation might be possible 
why these wealth-getting Jews, with their 
crafty spirit, leave such a financial para- 
dise as Russia. i 

And yet, willingly as I admit the Bishop’s

being copied, or as the logical sequence of 
that doctrine of love and humility that was 
breathed in Galilee. 

No doubt I am wrong, for I am sure ‘that 
the Bishop has not apayen hastily, but I 
shall be pleased, as think. many others 
will; if he will explain; for I have no doubt 
tha® by throwing light on the latter point 
he will confirm us all jin the truth of his 
tolerant ang true Sereripcion ot the ‘‘crafty, 
wealth-getting sp of Jacob,”’

7. Gorgeous Ceremony — Sala Regia 


Filled to Overtiowing—Pius X. En- 
thusiastically Acclaimed. 


\ROMn, Nov. 12.+Pope Pius X. held his 
first public Consistory to-day. Five Car- 
‘Ginals, including the Papal Secretary of 
State, Merry del Val, received their Red 
Hats. 

It might be thought that by this time a 
Consistory would not cause any particular 
excitement at the Vatican, but this morning 
the circumstances were so exceptional— 
namely, the holding. of the first public 
Consistory under the new Pontificate and 
the conferring of the red hat on the new 
Papal Secretary of State—that excitement 
pervaded the whole. Apostolic Palace. AS 
usual, the only person who remained calm 
was the Pontiff. This, however, is now 
taken as a matter of course. His serenity 
of mind is, perhaps, one of the secrets of 


Pope Pius’s great influence over those who 
surround him. < 

At an early hour, before the mist had 
Gleared away from the piazza of St. 
Peter's, all the thoroughfares leading to the 
Vatican were crowded with cabs carrying 
thousands of white-cravated men and 
hurrying to secure 
00d positions from which to witness the | 
solemn. function, while Cardinals and other 
Preiates and the various personages at- 
tached to the Papal Court drove up in 
heavy, old-fashioned carriages, and were 
received with the usual honors by the 


Papal Guards. 


The day, in spite of the fact that it was 
rain may be 
expected, was clear and bracing. The cere- 
monies began at 10:30 A. M., when the five 
Cardinals who were to receive the red hat, 
Mer. Merry del Val, Mgr. Callegari, the 
Archbishop of Padua; Mer. Ajuti, the Pa- 
pal Nuncio at Lisbon; Mgr. Taliani, the 
Papal Nuncio at Vienna, and Mgr. Katech- 
thaler, the Archbishop of Salaburg, Aus- 
tria, went to the Sistine Chapel to take the 
oath before Cardinals Oreglia, Rampolla, 
and Macchi, heads of the three Orders of 
the Sacred College. Mer. Merry del Val 
and Mgr. Callegari wore their red robes 
for the first time, and the group of prelates 
formed a most striking picture, the effect 
being heightened by the incomparable sing- 


‘ing of the Sistine Choir, directed by the 


Abbé Perosi. 


All present noticed the firmness. and de- 
termination with which Mer. Merry del Val 
Pronounced the words of the oath. 

In the meanwhile the corridors through 
which the oortége had to pass, and the 
Sala Regia, where the Consistory was held, 
were filled to overfiowing. Even the three 
tribunes, with seats set apart respectively 
for the diplomats, the Roman aristocracy, 
and. specially invited persons, were very 
uncomfortably ' full. When the audience 
had begun to feel the strain of waiting, a 
distant murrhur, gradually enlarging into 
distinct phrases of acclamation, advised 
those in the Sala Regia that his Holiness 
was approaching. A moment or so later 
the whole gorgeous picture burst upon 
their view, arousing a perfect storm of ap- 
plause and cries of “Long Live Pope 
Pius!” and “Long Live the Pontiff!” 
which were continued until the Pope had 
descended from the sedia gestatoria. 

All eyes were on the central figure, who 

had beet borne high in the sedia gesta- 
|toria by eight scarlet-clad sediari, flanked 
by the great feather fans, giving a me- 
aiaéval tone to the scene. Comparisons of 
Pius X. with the late Pope were inevit- 
able, Only a few months ago the figure 
which then occupied the sedia gestatoria 
was frail and bowed, more like a spirit 
, than a man, a Pontiff existing only in his 
intellect. Now the Pontiff was a strong, 
living personality. 
, His Holiness was clothed in full Pon- 
tifical robes and mitre, an immense 
emerald sparkling on his finger as he 
raised his hand to bless the assemblage. 
‘Preceding him were the celebrated Swiss 
Guards, in harmonious uniforms, armed 
with halberds, the Cardinals coming close 
behind them. The Noble Guard came 
next, escorting the Pontiff, who’ was fol- 
lowed by a train of bishops, priests, monks 
and court laymen, at the end of the pro- 
cession being another detachment. of 
Buards, ‘“‘the whole seeming,” said an 
American who was present, without inten- 
tional disrespect, “like a proud peacock 
wkh fts brilliant tail open.” 

The Pontiff seated himself on the throne 
at the end of the hall, while the Cardinals 
Went to their stalls on either side, with the 
Bishops at the left. 

Intense silence fell over the assembled 
throng, and then the new Cardinals were 
introduced by the Master of Ceremonies, 

_ who, while they knelt one by one before 
the Pope, held a Cardinal’s hat over their 
heads. 

The Pontiff, with real emotion, as if the 
ceremony, though merely a spectacle to 
some, was to him a very sacred function, 
repeated in his beautiful, sympathetic 
voice the usual formula in Latin used on 
such occasions, after which he embraced 
each new Cardinal tenderly. , 

The newly-honored prelates then arose 
and went to each of their brother Car- 
dinals and gave and received the usual 
fraternal embrace, the chdir in the mean- 
while singing softly. 

When the ceremony of the exchange of 
embraces was ended the Pope rose, be- 
stowed the Papal benediction on all pres- 
ent and then withdrew, the halls and log- 
gias echoing .with acclamations as he 
passed on his way to his apartments. 

After returning thanks in the Sistine 
Chapel the new Cardinals, with the pther 

* Cardinals, retired to the Hall of the Con- 
sistory to hold a supplementary secret 
consistory, during which the Pope granted 
them the privilege of participating in and 
speaking at meetings of the Congrega- 
tions, placed the Cardinals’ rings on their 
fingers, and made each of them a titular 
Bishop of a churdh in Rome. 

The parents of Cardinal Merry del Val, 
who were present at the Public Constist- 
ory, were hardly able to conceal their emo- 
tion at the honor conferred on their son. 

It was only tiffs morning that the Pope 
signed the brief officially appointing Car- 
dinal Merry del Val to be Papal Secre- 
tary of State, and making him a member 
of the Congregations of Rites and of Ex- 
traorainary Ecclesiastical Affairs- 

Among the Americans who were present 
at the Public Consistory were the students 
of the American College, with Yice Rector 
Murphy, Archbishop Seton, Dr. Wall of 
the Church of the Holy Rosary, New York; 
Bishop Labrecque of Chicoutimi, Quebec; 
Father Meyer, Assistant General of the 
Jesuits, and Father Wilprecht. 

Three sisters of the Pope were present 
at the publie function this morning. They 
sat in the box set aside’for the family of 
the Pontiff. They were dressed entirely 
in black, with black ‘veils, according to 
etiquette. They seemed quite overcome at 
s¢eing thelr brother in the midst of such

The greatest difficulty experienced by 
Emperor William's physi¢ians is to keep 
him from evertaxing his yoice. They have 
ruled that he must only whisper a little, 
and while he is not forgetful of their com- 
mand, he whispers a good deal, and occa- 
sionally utters an exclamation. 

State businéss is piling up. Various mat- 
ters in which the Emperor is personally in- 
terested are developing and he is ‘unable to 
discuss them. He listens to reports and 
Writes questions, objections, or his own 
views, but the pencil runs too slowly and 
he breaks out occasionaljy with whispered 
remarks pitched near t physicians’ dan- 
ger line. No special harm has been done 
yet, but as he is getting well, the Em- 
peror’s impatience incréases. 

Prof. Orth will not be permitted to ex- 
plain the Emperor's cause to the Beylin 
Medical Society. It was stated on Tuesday 
that if the Emperor Would give him permils- 
sion to do so of. Orth would lecture be- 


fore the society on the operation performed 
on Saturday on his Majesty. 


The New York Medical Journal, in its 
issue of to-morrow, Will print _an editorial 
article on “The Case of the German Em- 
peror,”’ in part as follows: 

“It is to be recaed that Emperor Fred- 
erick’s laryngeal tréuble, though early pro- 
nounced malignant by she German sur- 
geons, was almost up to the fatal termina- 
tion maintained by Sir Morell Mackenzie 
to be benign, in which contention, as the re- 
sult of frequent microscopical examina- 
tions, he was constantly upheld by the re- 
nowned Virchow. Let us hope—for the 
sake of the world's politica’ Stability as 
well as out of admiration of Emperor Will- 
iam’s personality—that his laryngeal 
growth is not destined to follow the course 
of his father’s. We may well found this 
hope on the reflection that Nature con- 
stantly strives for ‘the recovery of lost 
perfection.’ 

“Since the foregoing was written The 
London Lancet has favored us, by cable 
with the substance of what it will say edi- 
torially, as follows: 

“*The clinical details are too meagre for 
dogmatism, but the report of the medical 
advisers is very clear that in the piece re- 
moved nothing justifies a suspicion of ma- 
lignancy. Orth would have expressed him- 
self more guardedly and would not have 
spoken of the growth as benign if he had 
had the least doubt. Schmidt is the sur- 
geon who pronounced the late Emperor 
Frederick's condition cancerous, and he 
would certainly not have operated upon 
Emperor William without consulting other 
advisers if he had not felt certain the 
growth was innocent. The family history 
must cause anxiety, but the medical apin-

RECORD SPEED ATTAINED 
BY THE LEBAUDY AIRSHIP. 


it Travels 46 Miles in 101 Minutes, 
Sometimes Going Two-thirds of a 
Mile a Minute. 


PARIS, Nov. 12.—One of the greatest tri- 
umphs of dirigible ballooning was achieved 
to-day, when the Lebaudy brothers’ airship 
in 1 hour and 41 minutes covered the forty- 
six miles separating Moisson and the Champ 
de Mars, Paris. The balloon attained an 
extraordinarily high speed, dashing through 
the air sometimes at the rate of two-thirds 
of a mile a minute, the mean speed being 
twenty-nine miles an hour. 

For some time the Lebaudys had been 
preparing the balloon for the voyage, and 
were determined to exceed any perform- 
anee made by M. Santos-Dumont. Only a 
few interested persons witnessed the de- 
parture of the balloon from Moisson at 
9:20 o'clock this morning. A moderate 
breeze was blowing in the direction of 
Paris. 

The balloon, flying through the air, at- 
tracted the attention of the countrymen 
and people in the towns along the route, 
who stared at the strange spéctacle. 

In fifteen minutes the balloon arrived at 
Mantes-sur-Seine, ten miles from Moisson. 
Observers there saw no evidence of diffi- 
culty in steering. 

At 11:01 o’clock the balloonists arrived at 
the Champ de Mars. The balloon was in 
excellent condition. 

It appeared later, contrary to the first 
reports, that the Lebaudys were not in the 
balloon, which was steered by a pilot, 
Juchmes, assisted by a machinist named 
Rey They were mistaken for the Le- 
baudys. Juchmies said: 

‘““We proceeded by way of Cherence, 
Vetheuil, Fontenay, Saint Pére, and, Gar- 
zenville. We followed the southern bound- 
ary of Verneuil Forest and retraversed the 
Seine one hour after our departure. We 
saw Poissy, “passed the Forest of St. Ger- 
main, and then Montesson, traversed the 
Bois de Boulogne, and entered Paris above 
the Porte de Passy. The departure from 
Moisson was at’ 9:26 o'clock. When the 
machine touched ‘the ground on thé Champ 
de Macs it was exactly 11:01 A. M. Thus 
we made the voyage in 1 hour and 41 min- 
utes. The maximum altitude was 300 and 
the mean 100 meters.” 

One of the Lebaudys, who arrived on the 
scene after the balloen landed, said he was 
“absolutely enchanted with the voyage.”’ 


CHURCH AND STATE IN FRANCE. 


Premier Combes Again Hints at the 
Government’s Intention to Propose 
a Separation Bill. 


PARIS, Nov.'12.—The Senate was crowd- 
ed to-day owing to expectation that Pre- 
mier Combes would make a declaration as 
to the further purposes of the Government 
concerning the religious orders. 

Prior to the opening M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, the ex-Premier, announced his op- 
position to the Governmental proposal to 
forbid teaching by those who have taken 
the vow of celibacy. 

M. Combes declared that the Government 
acdepted the principle of the, proposition, 
but said it intended to bring in a general 
bill forbidding primary, secondary, and 
superior teaching by all members of con- 
gregations. Concerning the secular clergy 
the Government reserved its course until a 
determination on the question of the separa- 
tion of Church and State had been ex- 
pressed. It was his earnest wish speedily 
to conclude the entire teaching question, so 
that the country might again be tran- 
quilized. 

The Premier added that one of the feat- 
ures of the Goverrmental bill would be the 
conferring on the Executive of power to 
close by decree teachitig institutions which 
might be considered contrary to the gonsti- 
tution, laws, or morals. He appealed to the 
various elements to give the Government 
their undivided support. 

M. Comnbes’s declaration made a deep 
impression, and the session of the Senate 
was suspendei to permit of conferences, 

When the session was resumed M. Denoix 

roposed that debate be adjourned until the 
Government bill Narn ne primary, sec- 
ondary, and superior teaching to all mem- 
bers of the congregations was brought in. 
The proposal was rejected by the narrow 
majority of six. After RS desultory dis- 
cussion the Senate passed the first clause 
of the Government's proposition, repealing 
existing legistation, by a vote of 225 to 31. 


$3,500,000 Lost in Fire on a Train?

It will take up 
the subject of the coinage of the ancient 
Britons, the Irish, Angles, Saxons, Welsh, 
and Scots, as well as that of the colonies 
of Great Britain and of the United States 
of America. Corresponding secretaries will 
be appointed for the United States, Scotland, 
Ireland, and the colonies. Ordinary meet- 
ings will be held in London, but, whenever 
desirable, special meetings will be an- 
nounced in other cities. It is proposed to 
issue once a year a British Numismatic 
Journal in book form. Subscription to the 
society is $5 a year.

Says the Academy and Literature with 
regard to the sale of books and magazines 
of art in England and the United States; 
“There are nearly double the number of 
people in the American States and a far 
greater proportion of them are educated 
than in Great Britain. But for all that 
there is an increasing number of art lovers 
and art students here (in Epetand) and 
the interest in art literature’is decidedly 
enlarging. New art books of all kinds are 
issued every week; a sure indication that 
they sell, since publishers do not continue 
and increase a line of work which does not 
promise a fair return.’’ Books of fiction, 
travel, &c., which are much read in the 
circulating and public Hbraries have to be 
issued in plain, strong bindings and of cer- 
tain standard sizes. These limitations ham- 
per the freedom of publishers to supply new 
and artistic outsides for such works. Art 
books, however, are an exception, and pub- 
lishers can bind them in delieate colors and 
make them of the sizes prohibited in more 
popular books.

Canova made * several monuments and 
smailer portraits of Napoleon, and among 
them a grand affair for Milan, showing 
Gen. Bonaparte in the guise of a Roman 
Emperor. When Napoleon fell the monu- 
ment was taken down and stowed away 
in the cellars of the Brera Library. In 
1857 the Austrian Government decreed the 
resurrection of the monument, which is 
‘now to be seen in the courtyard of the 
Brera. Just the same tragedy occurred to 
the monument to Napoleon III. by Bar- 
gaghi, which was erected at Milan in grati- 
tude to the French Emperor for the cam- 
paigi of 1859 which drove the Austrians 
from Italy. In 1870 the bronze was taken 
down and hidden in the courtyard of the 
Senatorial palace, while the reliefs and 
marbles of the pedestal were buried in the 
grounds of the old castle of the Sforzas. 
Since the friendly approaches of President 
Loubet and King Victor. Emmanuel it is 
proposed to bring Napoleon III. from his 
retirement, as a compliment to the renewal 
of good feeling between Italy and her old 
alternate enemy and friend.

Kaiser Wilhelm has plenty of palaces to 
retire into if he wishes to withdraw from 
pubiic functions and save his voice from 
undue exertion. He owns in his own name 
no less than fifty-four. In Berlin alone he 
has the old palace, that of his grandfather 
Wilholm 1., the’ little Monbijou and the 
PRellevue Palace, while in Potsdam he has 
the famous Sans Souci, the stately New 
Palace, woody ard retired Babelsberg, the 
Marble Palace, the Orangerie, the hunting 
box Stern, the Belvedere, Castle Char- 
lottenhof, and the Bavarian House in the 
Hunting Park, houses on the Peacock’s 
and Sacro Islands, and the Villa Alexan- 
droska.

Everything in the shops iS evidently 
looking toward the Horse Show. There are 
some unusually pretty things at the jewel- 
ers’ in the way of pins set solidly with dfa- 
monds. One of these is a jockey cap with a 
band of gold around the crown. Another is 
a cap and crop surrounded with clover 
leaves. The clover seems to have a good 
omen, whether it is the four leaf or three. 
Still another pin shows the head of a race 
horse, the neck outstretched, with a flag 
and smaller articles of horsey significance. 
There are horses tandem, and one of the 
attractive pins shows a pair of coach 
horses, ofe a little in advance of the other, 
so that both may be seen. These are also 
set with. diamonds, but with the harness 
showing in tiny lines of black enamel. 
Single Thorsen are also to be seen. There 
are smail horses set with tiny pearls, but 
these are not as much used this year, and 
there are horses of gold without jewels.

McClave of Princeton Declared In- 
eligible by Faculty. 


Teams Practice for the Last Time This 
Season—Playing Systems of Yale 
and Princeton Compared. 


Final practice of the college football 
teams for the big games to-morrow, and the 
last practice of the season for two of the 
leading elevens, Columbia and Princeton, 
wus held yesterday on the several training 
grounds, but in each case the work of the 
day was confined to light exercise and 
signal practice. The most interesting of the 
day’s developments were in the undergrad- 
uate preparations for the Saturday con- 
tests, Princeton against Yale at New Ha- 
veu, which gives every promise of produc- 
ing about the best game of the year, and 
which in interest already has taken first 
place, and Columbia against Cornell at 
Ithaca, which games will finish the foot- 
bali season for both Columbia and Prince- 
ton, leaving as the one big future event of 
the year Yale’s meeting with Harvard, to 
follow a week later. 

\At the training quarters of the Columbia 
team yesterday the ‘Varsity had an easy 
time of it.as regards work, though the 
happenings of the day kept all hands busy. 
At the final practice Capt. Smith made his 
reappearance on the field for the first time 
since he was injured in the Columbia-Yale 
game, but he was there only as a spectator, 
though his presence made excuse for a great 
deal of enthusiasm. He still is weak, but 
there is just a chance that he may play 
against Cornell t6-morrow. After the mild 
routine exercise in which the ’Varsity men 
showed to be in splendid physical condition, 
in addition to displaying marked improve- 
ment in team work, the scrub team was 
disbanded, with three cheers for the ’Var- 
sity, the released scrubs making the most 
of their new liberty in the celebration of the 
oceasion which followed. A great number 
of student partisans assisted in the demon- 


stration, for interest in the coming game is 
such that a very large part of the Student 
body has arranged to go to Ithaca for the 
contest. Preparations for the trip, includ- 
ing the chartering of special trains, already 
have been completed. The arrangements 
for the student pleasure at Ithaca to-mor- 
row, aside from the football game, include 
a joint concert by the Columbia and Cornell 
Glee Clubs.

Rafferty is this 
year in splendid form, is running hard and 
tackling fiercely, and has thus far played 
fully up to the high standard set hy Shey- 
lin. Shevlin’s all-around play has’ rarely 
been equaled by a Yale end. This year, be- 
sides his ingtinctive following. of the ball 
in every quarter of the field, his wonderful 
running under punts, and his dodging; 
blocking tactics, Shevlin is playi "e a won-, 
derful defensive and offensive gate in. tHe 
line He is used with the ball to great ad- 
vantage also.. His clever running back 
of kick-offs will probably give him the 
usual queries back place «under the goal 
sts. Davis is nearly as’ fast as Shevlin 
n all-around end play, and will. stand off 
the Yale’man in goo style and will make 
a reputation for himself..in all probability. 
‘Henry is not equal to Rafferty in generai 
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end play, but will give the Yale Captain 
something to du every minute of the game. 
The end competition, as that between the 
tackles, will be worth watching every min- 
ute Saturday at Yale Field. 

Rockwell, in spite of his collarbene in- 
jury, will as usual shine at quarter’ back. 
Vetterlein or Burke is prenY equally 
as good as Rockwell at ‘king and run- 
ning with the ball and better at running 
back punts,-but Rockwell has probably no 
equal in generalship, in finding where weak 
places are in the line, and in getting into 
every play and enlivening his team. The 
Princeton half backs will have the call on 
Yale. Hart, Stevens, Foulke, and Kafer 
are as_a set stronger and faster probably 
than Metcalf, Mitchell, Owsley, Allen, and 
Bowman of Yale. Owsley, moreover, has 
an injured knee, as has Metcalf. At full 
back Rulon or Miller of Princeton will 
about equal Farmer, Bowman, or Hoyt of 
Yale in all-around play, though the Prince- 
ton freshman, Miller, is much faster on his 
feet and heavier than Yale's string. In 
kicking, De Witt, of course on reputation, 
will show up better than Bowman, Hoyt, 
or Mitchell of Yale, but Mitcheil is improv-. 
ing so rapidly that he may give De Witt all 
he wants to handle in any punting duel, 
In drop kicking Mitchell and Bowman have 
easily equaled De Witt's record of the year. 

This year Yale has made an_ unusual 
change in the general style of attack, as 
will be seen in the Princeton game. For 
years Eh elevens have depended on heavy 
straight-away line smashing by the backs 
and tackles, the tackles back being a pe- 
culiar Yale play until taken up everywhere 
in the country. Owing to the-demand for 

fina of line plunging, 
Yaie has paid very little attention to end or 
tackle runs, just as the kicking: depart- 
ment has fallen off. But this year a com- 
plete change has come about in these two 
particulars. Yale is now playing much the 
same kind of game that Princeton has al- 
ways played—sending fast, strong line 
dodgers around the ends, and kicking stead- } 
ily. More than that,’ Yale will use every 
man on the team with the ball against the 
Tigers except centre. Shevlin has proved 
himself remarkably fast in end back runs, 
Hogan and Kinney are unmatched In the 
country for heavy tackles back plunges, 
Bicomer and Batchelder have proved heavy 
ground gainers in guard back plays, and 


* Rafferty has taken the ball with some suc- 


cess. Whether Rockwell is to be played at 
quarter back runs is not known outside of 
the attendants at secret practice. Under 
the new rules linemen have to be replaced 
by back field men if they drop back to car- 
ry the ball. Yale is sending the left or 
right half back to outside left or right end 

when a eman drops back, solving the 
question th s way. 

One more new formation at Yale is to 
work in a double pass from centre to quar- 
ter back to full back on a punt. Usually 
the ball is snapped the ten yards back to 
the punter’s hands, but the new style loses 
only a little time and is much more ac- 
curate. Yale has ‘adopted a new style of 
fiela ‘isttuna thoes to receive a kick-off. In- 
stead of drawing up the quarter back in 
front of the goal, Yale now puts her right 
end, so that Shevlin, rather_than_ Rock- 
well, will run back the ball. Yale Will use 
a great variety of plays on Saturday, not 
aicne depending on heavy line bucking. 
Princeton is expectéd to yse a varied at- 
tack also, depending on Kafer and Foulké

COTTON GOODS SITUATION | REVERSAL OF APPRAISERS. 


Manufacturers Apprehensive as to 
- M. C. D. Borden’s Action.

He Declines to Tell What His Plans Are 
—Believed That Strike Depends 
on His Attitude. 


Among cotton cloth, and especially print, 
manufacturers and the selling agencies, the 
Wage reduction at Fall River is regarded as 
an important step toward restoring condi- 
tions to a basis where business may again 
be carried on with some profit. All are 
awaiting the decision of the labor unions. 

There is special anxiety to learn what at- 
titude M. C. D. Borden of New York will 
take, as his Fall River mills did not join 
in the announcement by the forty corpora- 
tions which reduced the wage schedules in 
about eighty mills, taking effect Nov. 23. 
it was recalled in the trade that some years 
ago when the other mills made a similar 
reduction, he maintained the pay of his 
employes and practically controlled the 
market by extensive purchases, enabling 
him to sustain the prices of the output. 

Mr. Borden said yesterday that he knew 
nothing of the reduction in wages until he 
read of it i€ the morning papers, and he 
did not desire to go into any discussion of 
what other manufacturers have done. To 
@ question as to whether or not his mills 
would also reduce wages he said that he 
could not be expected to publish his plans. 
He added that he had nothing to say as to 
the situation. Another manufacturer said: 

“Mr. Borden may have sufficient cotton 
to enable him to get along without reduc- 
ing wages. Those who have to pay the 
present high prices for cotton were obliged 
to make the cut. If Mr. Borden doesn’t 
reduce wages, that will be the most power- 
ful factor toward bringing about a strike in 
other mills, as the unions always try to 
have wages uniform.” 

Martin I. Cooley, 
White Rock Mills, 
said: 

“ Here is a customer to whom I am trying 
to-sel) goods, and I have just told him that 
at the prices now quoted there is an actual 
loss' to the manufacturers. Even if cotton 
came down to 10 cents the wages should 
be cut in order to allow the manufacturer 
any profit at all. It seems to me that all 
the mills must follow the example of those 
in Fall River. I believe that the workmen 
will-accept the situation with philosophy. 
Thete is no idea of prices of goods falling 
as-.a consequence of the wage reduction, 
but this step is simply a necessity in order 
that goods may be made and sold at present 
prices. The trade will not pay higher 
prices. Already the export business has suf- 
fered greatly. European competitors are 
able to underbid us.”’ 

At Taylor, Wendell & Co.’s it was stated 
that the wage reduction has become an 
absalute necessity in order to give the man- 


ufacturer opportunity to continue in busi- 
ness. The opinion was expressed that the 
reduction will be general. The company’ 
mills are at.Providence. 

“If the men accept the reduction,’ said 
a@ member of the firm of Eldredge, Lewis 
&.Co., ** business will continue on the pres- 
ent basis... If there should be strikes it 
would curtail production, and the result 
would be a scarcity of prints and higher 
prices. If all’ the mills join in the wage 
reduction I believe there will not be any 
strikes.”’

AVERAGE PRICE DECISION. 


Law of Highest Value Does Not Apply 
Against Trade Custom. 


A decision of much importance to im- 
porters of goods which are invoiced at an 
average price was handed down yesterday 
by Judge Henderson M. Somerville of the 
‘Board of United States General Appraisers. 
The law is that when goods are invoicea 
at an average ‘price the local appraiser 
must assess them for duty at the valuation 
of the goods of highest value in the lot 
under consideration. Judge Somerville 
ruled that when it is a trade custom to 
buy and sell goods in [ots at an average 
price this clause of the law does not apply. 

The goods under consideration were an 
importation by John H. Boden & Co. of San 
Francisco of Singapore pineapples in their 
own juice and graded, which were invoiced 
at an average price of 6 shillings per case, 
cost and freight from Hongkong to San 
Francisco. included. Some of them were 
worth more than 6 shillings and some 


worth less, and the Collector at San Fran- 
cisco assessed them at the value of those 
of greatest worth. 

Judge Somervilic also sustained a pro- 
test, on the same importation against the 
assessment of penal duties, because of a 
clerical error in the invoice, by which the 
freight from Hongkong to San Francisco 
was calculated in decimals of a penny 
instead of a Mexican dollar. 

Other protests sustained were by Stroh- 
meyer & Arpe, A. Hochheimer, Wo Kee & 
Co., Meyer & Lange, W. B. Quaintance, 
and _F. B. Vandegrift & Co., all of New 
York. 

Protests overruled were by F. B. Vande- 
grift & Co.,-Stern & Zobel, Joseph Ullman, 
and Joseph Agostini. of New York, Philip 
H, Alburger of Philadelphia, and the Sault 
Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company.

AN ANCIENT CALIFORNIA EGG. 


A Fossil Under Examination by the Uni- 
versity of California. 


BERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 12.—A fossilized 
egg, preserved in a hard nodule, is the

There can be no mistake about the nature 
of the curiosity, as an expert examination 
has revealed -the fact that the. delicate 
shell has, been perfectly preserved, even to 
the fine pitting of the outside. The speci- 
men is about the size of an ordinary hen's 
egg, but a Httle longer.

Yesterday's stock market offered few 
features which distinguish it from its dis- 
heartening predecessors, or promise im- 
provement. The main feature was gen- 
eral weakness, stimulated by especial 
weakness in Pennsylvania. It is now 
yielding about 5 per cent., and is selling’ 
at the price level prevailing when it was 
paying 5 per cent., and below its price 
much of the time on that dividend basis. 
Since then, much has happened, The road 
is a better road, and, despite thé present 
depression, the country is richer now 
than then, But the bears contend that 
this may be true, and yet the road be 
less valuable through increase of charges 
surpassing increase of income. A sug- 
gestive feature of the day in connection 
with both Pennsylvania and Steel was 
‘dispersion of unauthenticated stories of 
large dealings—both sales and purchases 
—by institutions of the first class. This 
is well. adapted to become true, even if 
not now true in the detalls asserted yes- 
terday. The year’s losses have been by 
mo means confined to individuals, and 
balance sheets need vigorous preparation 
for the window dressing at the end of the 
year. The effect of this in detail is of 
course impossible to trace, except by 
those who know what investments are 
held, and what readjustment is desirable 
for publication in due course. The sug- 
gestion was also heard in good quarters 
that some of the selling of Pennsylvania 
was foreign and was in effect a round- 
about way of paying for cotton. It is an 
expensive way, for both the cotton and 
‘the Pennsylvania were bought at high 
prices, and the Pennsyivania is sold at 
a sacrifice.

More Imports of the Metal and a 


Steadier Exchange Market. 


Engagements of gold for import amount- 
ing to $2,250,000 were announced yesterday, 
making the total secured on the. present 
movement $5,700,000, all of which has been 
supplied by the London market. The en- 
gagements announced yesterday were for 
the most part secured from the Bank of 
England, as had been the previous day's 
engagement by the National City Bank. 
Those who announced engagements of gold 
yesterday were Lazard Fréres, who are 
bringing $1,500,000; Goldman, Sachs & Co., 
$250,000, and the Natfonal City Bank, $500,- 
000, this being the fourth engagement by 
the National City Bank since the importea- 
tion of gold to New York was begun on 
Monday of last week. 

Sterling exchange was somewhat firmer 
yesterday than on any day in a week, the 
offerings of cotton bills, although spill fair- 
ly large, being smaller than the previous 
day. The lowest price reached by demand 
exchange was 4.8315, and the highest price 
paid was 4.8340. At the close the rate was 
4.8330, being slightly above the final price 
of Wednesday. The steadying of exchange 
Was due to several factors, probably the 
most important being the fact that, despite 
the predictions made in some quarters that 
the Bank of England would raise its mini- 
mum rate of discount from 4 per cent., the 
bank did not do so. In this city the fact 
that the rate was left unchanged was taken 
as an indication that the Bank of England 
realized that 1t would impossible to prevent 
the outflow of gold to this city, even by 
an advance in its rate, and that it there- 
fore decided to meet the situation grace- 
fully and allow the natural forces at work 
to take their due course. Reports received 
in this clty were also to the effect that the 
lank of France would probably pursue a 
somewhat suallar policy, and part with a 
portion of its gon u little more freely than 
it has been dol..g thus far. Of course the 
smaller offerings of cotton bills had an ud- 
ditional favorable tendency upon the price 
of exchange. As far as this influence was 
concerned the reduction in cotton bills was 
considered as nothing more than a lull like- 
ly to be followed by a continuation of the 
heavy offerings of bilJs of this class which 
has been the primary factor in depressing 
sterling exchange to the very low prite 
which it reached on Wednesday. On that 
day several banking houses, including two 
of those who announced gold ———. 
yesterday, bought heavily of steriing ex- 
change, having in contemplation the im- 
portations of gold which they announced 
yesterday, and this buying was largely re- 
sponsible for the recovery which occurred 
Wednesday afternoo 

Still further explanation of the strength- 
ening of sterling exchange in this city is 
found in the statement that within the 
past two or three days certain New York 
houses have been heavy sellers of Pennsy|]- 
vania for European account. This would 
naturally create a demand for exchange 
which would to some extent offset the sell- 
ing of cotton bills. Recently this class of 
selling has had little effect upon the course 
of exchange for the reason that foreign 
holdings of American stocks were very 
much reduced several years ago, when Eu- 
rope sold back to us very large quantities 
of American securities which had been held 
abroad. This selling naturally offset to a 
very great extent the payments which Eng- 
land and Europe generally were obliged to 
make for agricultural products bought in 
this country. Recently London has been a 
buyer of American railroad stocks on a 
small scale, and it is not now thought like- 
lv that the foreign selling of Pennsylvania 
will assume proportions which will to any 
great extent affect the foreign exchange 
market, the press of cotton bills being tov 
greut tu be materially affected except by 
very much heavier selling of American 
stocks than has thus far been reported.

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AMERICAN MALTING FIGHT 


Management Indorsed at Stormy 
Meeting of Stockholders. 


Charge Made That While 8 Per Cent. 
Dividend is Paid Not More Than 


3'~ Per Cent. Is Earned. 


The management of the American Malt- 
ing Company was irdorsed at a stormy 
meeting of the stockholders in Jersey City 
yesterday by a vote of 155,000 shares to 
105,000. The meeting had been marked for 
a final trial of strength in the contest 
which has been waging between the two 
parties for more than two years 
Various suits, in amounts aggregating $2,- 
500,000, are pending against former Di- 
rectors and others, with the object of com- 
pelling the promoters to account to the 
company for $8,240,000 of common and pre- 
ferred stock alleged to have been misap- 
propriated. 

There were two tfckets in the field yes- 
terday; one, on behalf of the present man- 
agement, composed of Faneuil D. 8. Be- 
thune, Michael Coleman, Robert M, Galla- 
way, Charles W. Goodyear, John G. Jenk- 
ins, Seymour Scoit, Charles Sohngen, 
Charles A. Stadler, Louis I. Stanton, Albert 
Tag, John J. Treacy, and Frederick Uhl- 
mann; the other, proposed by the commit- 
tee of dissenting stockholders, ure ding 
Adam Neidlinger, Marshall S.. Driggs 
seph §. Fay, Jr., John G. Jenkins, 
F. Neidlinger, Wilberforce Sully, Charles 
W. Watson, Archibald A. Hutchinson, Fred- 
erick Uhlmann, Thomas P. Hutchinson, 
Oscar von Bernuth, Charles Sohngen, Vic- 
tor McElheny, Jr., and Frederick Vullmahn. 

William M. Bennett, of the firm of Mc- 
Elheny & Bennett, attorneys for the stock- 
holders’ committee, addressed the meeting 
in opposition to the present management. 
He declared that almost every Director of 
the company at present held some office in 
the corporation, and that the board knew 
well enough that while the Malting Com- 
pany was paying an 8 per cent. dividend it 
was earning not more than 3% per cent. 
Mr. Bennett then proposed his new Board 
of Directors, and he had no sooner 
cluded than Mr. Jenkins declined to serve 
under any but the present management, 
and Mr. Uhlmann made a similar announce- 
ment on behalf of Mr. Vullmahn. 

At this point a stockholder broke in with: 

“ Anybody who would commend the 
ent management would preach the com- 
forts of hell,’ and the opposition cheered. 

Mr. Jenkins shortly afterward took the 
floor for a speech, in which he defended 
the management and Frederick Uhlmann, 
and declared that the whole opposition was 
a fight against the President of the com- 
pany, Charles H. Stadler. Mr. Jenkins in 
the course of a second speech was inter- 
rupted by a query from the rear of the 
room: ‘What do you know about those 
suits? to which he replied: ‘*‘ Nothing,’ 
while his adherents applauded. 

After extended attacks on the manage- 
ment the issue reached a vote on the com- 
position of the new Board of Directors, and 
the management won by the vote stated 
above. The decision clears the way for 
carrying out the plan of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, which is composed of 
Frederick Uhlmann, Chairman; Temple 
Bowdoin, Tohn G. Jenkins, and Walter G.

Ask Trunk Line Association to Reduce 
Transportation Rates.

The Executive Committee of the Trunk 
Line Association will hold a meeting on 
Tuesday next to consider the application of 
the United States Steel Corporation and 
other steel manufacturers for reduced 
rates on steel products. This application 
Was made in a formal petition, signed by 
traffic officials of the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany, the National Tube Company, Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Company, the Crucible 
Sieel Company, Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany, Lorain Steel Company, Lackawanna 
Steel Company, Cambria Steel Company, 
American Bridge Company, American Steel 
Company, and American Tin Plate Com- 
pany. 

The petition 
reads in part: 

You are doubtless aware of the 
iron and steel business of the entire country in 
a depressed condition, which has resulted in a 
large decrease in demand and a consequent clos- 
ing down of a number of furnaces and mills. 
This condition naturally affects the interests of 
the transportation lines proportionately with the 
interests of shippers, and we believe that the 
railroad officials will agree that the question of 
teduced rates of freight should have their serious 
consideration. 

We are hopeful of a better condition prevailing 
in domestic markets, and meantime we are look- 
ing beyond the limits of this country to secure a 
market for some proportion of our product; but 
We are met with competition from Great Britain 
and Germany, whose prices are based upon labor 
costs much below those prevailing in this country, 
and it will be necessary for us to make our prices 
approximately on a basis of our net costs, or a 
trifle above, and in some instances below net 


costs.

STEEL STOCKS FIRMER. 


Conversion of Preferred Into’ Bonds Said 
to Have Been Practically Completed 
by Purchases in the Market. 


The announcement, made after the 
of business on Wednesday, that the steel 
manufacturers had agreed not to make 
any further reductions was the source to a 
large extent of the strength of the steel 
shares yesterday in a2 weak market. There 
were, however, various rumors in circula- 
tion which also helped more or less to 
strengthen these issues. One of these re- 
ports was that the process of converting 
the preferred stock into bonds had been 
practically compieted so far as the pur- 
chase by the syndicate of preferred shares 
in the market was concerned. It was said 
that during the last few days the steel syn- 
dicate had bought enough preferred shares 
to make up the amount which remained to 
be converted. This report, however, could 
not be confirmed, although it is generally 
credited in Wail Street. 

Another report was to the effect that cer- 


tain large iife insurance companies had 
bought $15,000,000 of the converted bonds. 
Of this report onc of the members of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. said: ‘‘ None of the life insur- 
ance companies has bought steel bonds to 
any extent.”’ At the offices of one of the 
companies the idea that they had bought 
these bonds was rejected as untrue and 
ridiculous.

SITE FOR COURT HOUSE 


Ex-Secretary Fairchild Made Mem- 
ber of the Commission. 


Mulberry Park Likely to be Chosen— 
Steps May Be Taken to Acquire 
Site for Municipal Building Also. 


Mayor Low yesterday appointed Charles 
S. Fairchild, who was Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Cleveland, to 
succeed the late Henry D. Purroy as a 
member of the new County Court House 
Commission The commission has been 
awaiting the filling of the vacancy before 
taking formal action as to the selection of 
a site for the structure. The members are 
understood to have practically agreed upon 
Mulberry Bend Park, and the commission 
is expected to submit.a recommendation 
in its favor to the Mayor within a few 
days. 

It is the intention of the present ad- 
ministration to push the work along as far 
as possible before the first of the new 
year, It is the one work which will be ex- 
cepted from the general policy of leaving 
all publie improvement matters for the Mc- 
Clellan administration’ to take up. The 
proposed site is owned principally by An- 
drew H. Green 

The Court House Commission law re- 
quires that the site be located south of 
Franklin Street, and that proposed extends 
right to that street. A possibility that 
some little land may be desired on the 
north side of the Ine may make a slight 
modification of the statute necessary. The 
site, it is pointed out, will be close by the 
Criminal Courts Building on the Centre 
Street side,

RIGHT TO SHOW Hostinity oF WITNESS.— 
trial of an action brought by Le- 
Brink against William D. Stratton 
and others to recover 
promissory note, several witnesses 
gave testimony tending to impeach the 
character of the defendant Corey for truth 
When Mr. Corey was ex- 
amined as a witness he was asked ques- 
tions as to the relations between himself 
and thé antagonistic witnesses, but was not 
allowed to answer, A ruling of the Second 
Appellate Division that the trial court was 
right in not allowing Mr. Corey to speak 
has been reversed by the Court of Appeals. 
‘That it was ccmpetent,” said the court 
of last resort, by Judge Martin, ‘‘ to prove 
the hostility of any or all of these witnesses 
toward the defendants or either of them 


by their cross-examination or by other tes- 
timony; that it was not necessary that the 
witness should be first examined as to his 
hostility before calling other witnesses, and 
that the examination of other witnesses is 
not Hmited to contradicting him in case he 
denies hostility, is well established by the 
decisions in this State."’ Mr. Corey's 
character, Judge Martin continued, was 
placed directly in issue by the testimony 
of the witnesses called against him. To 
that issue the evidence rejected was om ol 
ly directed. The case of Starks vs. People, 
(5 Denio 106,) cited by Judge Martin, held 
that a party has a right to impeach a wit- 
ness for his adversary, though the testi- 
mony of such witness ‘related solely to the 
another witness. In 
conclusion Judge Martin said: ‘* The direct 
purpose of the evidence was to show that 
the witnesses who had testified to the bad 
character of Corey were hostile to him, the 
party against whom they had testified, and 
hence their evidence was not entitled to the 
credit it otherwise would have been, and 
was, we think, plainly admissible.” 
*,* 

RELIGIOUS BELIEF OF WITNESs.—The 
Court of Appeals heid in the case of People 
vs. Most (128 N. Y., 108) that it was com- 
petent to interrogate a witness as to his 
belief in a Supreme Being. An exception 
to such a question, the court said, is frivo- 
lous. One of the Judges, however, Edgar 
M. Cullen, takes a different view of the 
mutter. It is his idea that asking a witness 
whether he believes in a Supreme Being 
would, in cases where such witness’s re- 
ligious belief was obnoxious and unpopu- 
lar, lead to injustice. ‘‘ I do not say,” said 
Judge Cullen, in concluding his opinion, 
‘that no cross-examination into a_ wit- 
ness’s religion can at any time be had. 
The religious creed of a person may not 
deal exclusively with’his relations to his 
Creator, but may enjoin acts forbidden by 
law or forbid compliance with the law. The 
weight of authority seems to be that the 
Thugs in India committed their crimes un- 
der the direct sanction if not command of 
their rehgion. Of course, a witness may 
be interrogated as to whether he thinks it 
wrong to give false testimony, whether his 
religion requires him to commit a crime. 
These inquiries relate to tempora] matters, 
not to spiritual or theolo > ones. So also 
a witness may be asked whether he is a 
nember of the same Church as that of one 
of the parties. This also involves no direct 
inquiry into his religious belief, but only as 
to his associations. Experience teaches us 
that we may be biased in favor of our as- 
sociates, whether in a church, in a club, or 
in a business institution. Possibly the most 
‘obnoxious’ religious faith to-day is that 
of the Mormons. In a prosecution for 
polygamy a witness might properly be 
asked whether he was a Mormon; and 
whether his religion did not enjoin or, at 
least, approve that practice. But when a 
Mormon sues on a bill.for groceries, in my 
judgment it is neither constitutional nor 
reasonable to interrogate him on the sub- 
ject of his belief for t e purpose of exciting 
prejudice against him,”

FIND SUICIDE’S ’S BODY. 


Missing Riaitend in Standard Oil Build- 
ing Dead Many Months When Dis- 
covered Yesterday. 


Chief Electrician H. C. Smith of 
Standard Oil building, at 26 Broadway, got 
orders from the Superintendent of the 
building yesterday morning to start up the 
exhaust fans located on the roof, and 
which during the Winter months supply 
the ventilation for the building.

Later Frederick Dartwell, a cleaner -em- 
ployed in the building, made a partial iden- 
tification of the body as William Massey, 
thirty-four years old, Who up to a year ago 
had been employed there as a window 
cleaner. At 109 Greenwich Street, where 
Massey once lived, . was said that he had 
been missing since last December.
